LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL.

In  the  desire  that  an  adequate  record  be  made  of  Dr.  Steiner's  services  to 
the  history  of  his  state,  the  committee  has  intrusted  the  writing  of  the  Intro- 
duction of  this  volume  to  Lawrence  C.  Wroth,  Librarian  of  the  John  Carter 
Brown  Library,  a  scholar  deeply  interested  in  early  Maryland,  and  one  who 
was  for  many  years  closely  associated  with  Dr.  Steiner.  Mr.  Wroth  gives  an 
interesting  summary  of  Dr.  Steiner's  numerous  and  important  contributions 
to  the  history  of  Maryland.

INTRODUCTION. 

This  forty-fifth  vokime  of  the  Archives  of  Maryland  is  the  sixth  volume 
in  the  sub-series  of  state  documents  relating  to  the  period  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  The  Council  Proceedings  were  copied  from  Liber  C.  B.  No.  24,  and  the 
correspondence  of  the  Council  from  Liber  No.  78;  both  of  these  are  con- 
temporary copies  of  which  the  original  rough  minutes  and  drafts  are  in  the 
keeping  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society.  The  letters  and  reports  to  the 
Council  are  from  two  sources  in  the  possession  of  the  Society;  namely,  the 
three  series  of  bound  volumes  of  manuscripts  known  familiarly  as  the  Black, 
Brown  and  Red  Books  from  the  color  of  their  bindings,  and  a  mass  of  bundles 
of  manuscripts  arranged  in  chronological  order  by  Charles  Fickus  some  five 
years  ago.  These  sources  are  more  fully  described  in  the  introduction  to 
Volume  43.  Material  drawn  from  the  bound  volumes  is  identified  in  the  margin 
of  the  present  volume  by  name  of  series  and  number  of  document,  while  papers 
taken  from  the  second  source  are  located  by  a  date  reference  only.  The  mar- 
ginal references  -showing  the  date  and  source  of  each  document  are  an  innova- 
tion in  the  editing  of  the  series,  begun  with  this  volume.  As  in  other  recent 
volumes  of  the  Archives,  much  space  has  been  saved  and,  we  believe,  no 
interest  lost  by  the  excision  of  formal  headings  and  conclusions  of  letters. 
The  preparation  of  the  copy  was  begun  and  carried  out  by  the  late  editor  of 
the  Archives  of  Maryland,  Bernard  Christian  Steiner,  from  copies  made  by 
Miss  Lucy  Harwood  Harrison,  and  the  publication  of  the  volume  has  been 
effected  by  J.  Hall  Pleasants,  with  the  help  of  Charles  Fickus  and  Miss  Carolina 
Virginia  Davidson. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  introduction  to  increase  the  size  of  a  volume 
already  one  of  the  largest  in  the  series  by  detailed  reference  to  matters  of 
especial  interest  in  the  collection.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  the  volume  carries 
on  the  proceedings  and  correspondence  of  the  Council  for  the  years  1780  and 
1 78 1,  a  period  in  the  War  of  Independence  when  men's  hearts  and  minds  were 
strained  as  they  had  not  been  at  any  time  earlier  in  the  struggle,  because  now 
they  could  begin  to  feel  a  fearful  hope  for  its  successful  outcome.  We  are 
having  historians  lately  who  by  the  practice  of  insidious  literary  gifts  attempt 
to  weaken  our  inherited  reverence  for  the  men  and  ideals  of  the  Revolution. 
Most  of  us  are  quick  to  admit  that  these  writers  have  done  good  in  correctly 
labelling  much  that  was  unworthy  in  motive  and  action,  but  that  they  have 
ignored  or  failed  to  understand  the  vitality  of  the  spirit  of  opposition  that 
finally  gained  the  victory  is  obvious  to  one  who  reads  ever  so  hastily  such  a 
collection  of  contemporary  papers  as  is   found  in  this  new  volume  of  the 
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Maryland  Archives.  Here  indeed  is  a  tale  of  purpose  strongly  and  patiently 
held.  The  military  story  of  the  struggle,  glorious  as  it  is  in  many  respects, 
is  actually  less  interesting  in  the  pondering  than  this  day  by  day  record  of 
recruiting  with  a  "  small  Bounty  &  the  want  of  Music  " ;  of  keeping  in  the 
field  of  action  men  who  wanted  to  be  in  the  wheat  field,  where  indeed  they  were 
equally  needed;  of  purchasing  food  and  clothing  and  supplies  without  money 
or  credit;  of  guarding  against  the  effects  of  blockade,  against  treachery  or 
open  enmity,  and  worst  of  all,  against  that  indifference  to  the  outcome  which 
for  various  reasons  infected  the  people  of  the  whole  country.  In  reading  such 
collections  of  documents  as  this,  one  realizes  anew  that  wars  are  fought  and 
won  in  the  council  chamber ;  the  victory  of  the  troops  in  the  field  is  but  a  seal 
put  upon  the  more  fundamental  victory  that  has  previously  occurred,  an  out- 
ward and  visible  sign  of  the  spiritual  grace  to  which  the  people  behind  the 
armies  have  attained. 

In  this  particular  struggle  Maryland  was  putting  forth  efforts  of  self  denial 
that  resulted  in  good  things  for  the  nation.  "  It  is  vain  to  veil  our  situation, 
the  Army  must  disband,  unless  other  states  will  do  as  Maryland  has  done," 
John  Henry,  Jr.,  writes  to  the  Governor  from  Congress,  and  the  reference  is 
not  to  that  singularly  effective  service  the  Maryland  troops  were  performing 
in  the  field  but  to  the  unremitting  and  successful  efforts  the  State  was  mailing 
to  supply  the  army  with  the  flour,  beef,  pork,  clothing  and  arms  that  were  its 
essentials  of  existence.  An  act  of  Assembly  of  November,  1779,  had  provided 
for  the  seizure  of  food  stuffs  for  the  army  and  for  the  payment  of  tax  assess- 
ments in  kind  or  in  the  certificates  of  seizure  given  the  producer  by  the  commis- 
sioners, and  acts  of  the  same  tenor  in  1780  and  1781  had  resulted  in  a  success 
not  less  notable  than  the  internal  bitterness  the  system  inevitably  produced. 

Only  the  hand  and  intelligence  of  the  late  editor  of  the  Archives  of  Maryland 
could  have  analyzed  succinctly  this  mass  of  material,  and  that  statement  brings 
us  to  a  consideration  of  the  service  of  Bernard  Christian  Steiner  as  editor  of 
this  series.  It  was  in  this  task  that  his  knowledge  of  events  in  the  history  of 
his  native  state,  as  shown  in  his  numerous  writings  on  the  subject,  and  his 
knowledge  of  the  sources  upon  which  that  history  is  based  found  their  finest 
exposition.  To  this  peculiar  comprehension  of  the  material,  he  added  a  degree 
of  industry  almost  alarming  to  the  man  of  ordinary  habits,  a  determination  to 
complete  a  task  once  assumed  and  a  passion  for  the  particular  work  in  hand 
that  made  him  an  ideal  editor  of  archival  material.  A  trained  investigator, 
he  understood  the  importance  of  comparing  documents,  of  checking  manuscript 
by  printed  sources  and  of  avoiding  repetition  by  the  use  of  cross  reference. 
In  the  handling  of  masses  of  printer's  copy,  the  mere  carpenter  work  of  paste 
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and  scissors,  the  cutting  and  joining  that  usually  are  so  irksome  to  the  editor, 
he  developed  a  dexterity  that  was  far  from  being  a  thing  of  hand  and  eye 
alone.  The  moments  that  would  have  been  counted  idle  in  another  man's  daily 
schedule  were  filled  with  this  laborious  task  of  compilation,  selection  and 
rejection,  of  the  preparation  of  copy  and  the  reading  of  proof,  and  after  his 
assumption  of  the  task  of  editor  in  1916,  each  succeeding  year  saw  the  publica- 
tion under  his  auspices  of  an  uncommonly  large  volume  of  the  Archives. 

The  sort  of  success  that  Dr.  Steiner  met  with  as  editor  of  the  series  is  not 
to  be  explained  by  a  mere  physical  adaptation  to  the  task.  As  in  most  things, 
so  in  this,  "  knowledge  is  power."  His  ability  to  edit  successfully  the  source 
materials  of  the  history  of  his  state  rested,  as  has  just  been  said,  upon  the 
familiarity  with  the  printed  and  manuscript  resources  he  had  acquired  in  the 
course  of  original  investigations  made  by  him  over  a  period  of  thirty  years. 
It  is  fitting  that  there  should  be  listed  in  this  Memorial  Introduction  the 
titles  of  the  works  on  the  history  of  Maryland  which  came  from  his  pen 
in  a  generation  of  literary  production.  The  following  list  of  titles  has  been 
compiled  by  Dr.  Walter  R.  Steiner  of  Hartford,  Connecticut.

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In  bringing  to  an  end  this  brief  record  of  the  work  of  Dr.  Steiner  as  his- 
torian and  editor,  there  may  be  added  a  few  words  in  appreciation  of  a  certain 
personal  characteristic  that  remains  a  pleasant  memory  with  his  friends  and 
with  many  others  who  came  only  into  very  casual  relations  with  him.  This 
characteristic  was  his  readiness  to  help  anyone  who  came  to  him  for  guidance 
in  historical  problems  and  for  information  as  to  sources  and  method.  His 
knowledge,  his  retentive  memory,  his  experience  were  all  at  the  service  of  the 
serious  student  of  history,  and  the  needed  assistance  was  imparted  with  a 
willingness  and  often  with  a  zealous  interest  that  inspired  the  searcher  to  efifort 
as  well  as  pointed  the  direction  his  investigation  should  take,  for  though  Dr. 
Steiner  was  skillful  beyond  the  ordinary  in  the  editing  of  archival  material, 
his  enduring  interest  was  in  the  living  stream  of  historical  research  and  inter- 
pretation. It  is  with  a  desire  to  emphasize  the  loss  in  Bernard  Christian  Steiner 
of  an  excellent  servant  of  the  State  of  Maryland  that  the  present  Introduction 
is  brought  to  an  end.

Sir  Since  I  have  had  the  Honor  to  receive  an  Appointment  from 
Your  Excellency  to  the  Command  of  a  Comp^  of  Infantry  to  be 
raised  to  serve  within  this  State. 

I  have  the  Satisfaction  to  Inform  Your  Excellency  that  I  have 
used  my  utmost  exertions  to  raise  men  for  the  purpose  but  have  not 
as  yet  met  with  that  success  which  I  promised  to  myself,  owing  in

Dear  Sir  In  answer  to  yours  of  the  16'*'  ult°  I  wrote  you  last 
post  which  informed  of  my  not  being  Able  to  supply  you  with  the 
Quantity  of  Tobacco  you  required  for  your  different  Vessells,  on 
ace'  of  its  being  much  higher  here  then  your  limmits.  I  informed 
of  the  Trial  of  the  brig  being  last  thursday,  but  could  not  possibly 
attain  it,  on  ace'  of  one  of  the  Judges  who  reside  at  Hampton  not 
appearing.  Yesterday  an  Express  arrived  here  informing  of  a  fleet 
of  25  sail  of  the  enemys  Vessells  being  in  this  bay,  they  Gave  Chace 
to  an  outward  bound  fleet  from  this  of  About  30  Sail,  who  were  out 
side  the  Capes,  on  finding  the  Enemy  so  formidable  they  all  returned, 
without  receiving  much  dammage  the  Greatest  part  of  our  fleet  is 
Gon  up  James  River  past  this  Town.  &  the  Enemy  remain  at  hamp- 
ton  Road. 

What  they  are,  or,  what  their  intentions  may  be,  is  yet  a  matter 
unknown,  tis  Either  a  fleet  of  Privateers  waiting  for  our  outward 
bound  fleet,  or  A  fleet  with  Troops  on  board  to  take  port,  some  where 
near  the  Capes  rather  immagine  it  to  be  the  former. 

I  orderd  Capt.  Flint  to  bring  over  a  Quantity  of  the  wine  here 
foyr  days  ago,  but  now  begin  to  immagine  he  may  have  fallen  in 
with  the  Enemy,  I  have  not  heard  any  ace'  from  Cap'  McNaughton 
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since  my  last  I  have  petitiond  the  Governour  &  Council  to  Get  the  July  i 
use  of  a  cont'  [  ?]  Gaily  which  lay  at  Matompkin  (deseited  by  the 
Capt  &  Crew)  for  a  Droger  for  the  Ship,  I  dont  mean  to  put  her  full 
load  in  [until]  she  Gows  over  the  Barr  &  then  send  the  Remainder, 
out  by  the  Gaily. 

I  have  desired  in  my  petition  that  a  Capt.  &  Crew  may  be  fur- 
nished, to  the  Gaily  as  there  is  Verry  Great  Danger  of  the  Enemy 
making  an  attempt  to  set  fire  to  the  Ship,  however  I  do  not  Expect, 
the  latter  will  be  complyed  with,  as  the  Legislature  of  this  State  are 
Exceedingly  Backward  in  Every  matter  of  that  kind,  they  are  verry 
contemtible  in  the  Eyes  of  the  people  here,  they  keep  two  Captial 
Ships  up  at  Richmond,  where  thers  no  call  for  them  &  no  vessells 
down  at  the  capes  but  2  lookout  boats  as  they  call  them,  which  have 
some  swivels  mounted  I  have  seen  one  whale  boat,  with  a  few  men 
without  Arms,  Chase  them  for  life  boats  [  ?].  Such  is  the  protection 
the  Valluable  Trade  of  Chesapeake  receives  from  the  State,  there  has 
been  upwards  of  twenty  prizes  taken  lately  in  the  bay  by  small  boats, 
however  they  were  all  Gon  out  with  their  Booty  before  I  crossd 
the  bay

Baltimore  &  Philad^  otherways.  He  may  be  wanted  before  He  can 
return  and  of  Course  a  second  will  be  wanted,  (and  must  be 
imploy'd) 

He  now  sets  out  without  one  shilling  to  bear  his  expences  nor 
can  I  procure  any  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  your 
Excellency  and  Honors  will  think  it  a  little  Extraordinary  that  tho 
at  this  Post,  I  have  about  Seventy  Teams  Continually  at  work  and 
lately  almost  as  many  vessells  the  ware  and  tare  of  these  waggons 
to  keep  up,  all  the  Grain  and  Provision  to  receive  Examine  (&  pack 
when  necessary)  Deliver  Coopers  and  fattigue  men,  to  employ  and 
pay,  all  of  which  I  am  from  three  to  six  months  in  arrears  too. 
I  say  you  will  think  it  a  little  Extraordinary  when  I  tell  you  I  have 
not  received  a  farthing,  to  carry  on  this  whole  work  for  near  two 
months,  'tho  I  have  made  three  formal  applications  and  in  my  last 
assur'd  the  Quarter  Master  General  and  Board  of  War,  that  the 
Scene  would  close  and  Business  stop  unless  I  was  supply'd,  'tis  well 
known  that  we  have  not  been  allowed  to  do  any  business  for  our- 
selves, the  last  years,  therefore  can  have  no  money  of  our  own,  and 
as  to  my  own  Part.  I  ever  parted  with  my  money  to  the  Public  when 
I  had  any,  without  the  Least  restraint.  I  mentioned  those  Circum- 
stances to  your  Excellency  and  Honors  as  a  Plea,  that  the  Bearer 
may  be  furnished  with  at  least  a  sum  to  Pay  his  expences  back,  and 
to  enable  me  to  forward  him  on  any  future  service.  He  can  inform 
you  that  his  last  Journey  to  Philad^  was  done  on  Credit,  and  let  me

This  recommendation  is  founded  on  the  special  request  of  his 

Catholic  Majesty  through  the  Minister  of  France  to  supply  the 

Spanish  Armament  lately  arrived  in  the  West  Indies 

The  Minister  of  France  I  have  no  Doubt  from  his  Prudence  and 
good  Intentions  to  serve  these  States  will  direct  the  Purchase  in 
such  Manner  as  shall  be  most  agreeable  to  you,  and  best  prevent  any 
ill  Consequences  arising  therefrom. 

There  is  no  room  to  doubt  from  the  Nature  of  the  Case,  this  re- 
quest will  be  complied  with  if  the  Flour  can  be  spared  from  the  State 
of  Maryland.

used  to  prevent  it  that  our  people  are  Dayly  sending  to  Philadelphia 
pork  &c.  Inclos'd  you  have  a  return  of  what  Provision  we  have 
procured  under  the  Act  for  an  immediat  suply  of  flower  &c.  We 
Expect  but  Very  Little  more  in :  I  have  sent  Near  three  thousand 
Bhs.  Corn  to  the  head  of  Elk  and  hope  to  have  the  remainder  aflote 
in  a  few  Days :  Two  hundred  &  Eighty  Bhs  of  Corn  shipt  to  Tren- 
ton town  but  I  have  not  heard  of  its  arival.  Should  Be  much  Oblidge 
to  you  for  the  prices  of  Salted  Provision  and  Likewise  the  Prices 
of  Cartage,  as  I  have  promis'd  those  who  have  Carted  the  Corn  to 
allow  them  what  ever  is  given  in  the  public  Service  for  the  same 
Work,  and  if  I  Could  posably  get  it  to  pay  them  the  money  as  they 
are  Generally  poore  men  that  Realy  want  it,  and  the  Collectors  of 
the  Tax  refuse  to  take  their  Certificates  for  their  Taxes,  I  immagine 
that  if  your  Excellency  Could  send  down  the  Cash  and  fix  a  price 
that  abought  one  hundred  Barels  of  pork,  might  be  had  in  this 
County  and  perhaps  a  Considerable  Quantity  of  Bacon,  tho  I  do  not 
think  they  will  part  with  a  Barel  for  Certificats — or  Tobacco.

due  to  all.  I  am  fully  perswaded  many  people  amongst  us  have 
Bacon  to  Dispose  of  but  the  Cursed  Spiritt  of  disaffection  makes 
them  deny  They  have  any  for  Sale  it  is  probable  I  may  be  able  to 
procure  between  two  and  three  Thousand  weight  if  I  am  permitted 
to  Give  the  high  price  they  will  ask  and  Can  be  able  To  pay  them 
in  Cash  on  the  delivery  but  without  Cash  I  Can  do  nothing  as  That 
article  seems  to  be  as  scarce  as  provision. 
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few  or  none  of  the  farmers  have  Gott  their  from  the  straw  but  July  23 
such  of  them  as  I  have  seen  promise  to  have  itt  out  as  Quick  as  possi- 
ble they  Can  and  seem  inclinable  to  take  the  price  I  offer  which  is 
60  dollars  p  bu^  and  I  think  I  shall  be  able  to  procure  four  or  five 
thousand  bushels  at  that  price  provid^*^  the  Speculators  does  not 
Start  the  markett  to  take  the  advantage  of  the  publick  as  they  have 
heretofore  done  in  all  most  Ever  article  of  Supplying  our  Army.

I  will  advise  you  by  Every  Opertunity  of  my  success  in  purchas- 
ing and  as  soon  as  I  Can  Gitt  what  bacon  and  f>ork  is  to  be  had, 
Collected  together  will  Gitt  a  small  Boat  to  take  itt  to  Annapolis. 
I  have  had  no  Cattle  nor  wheat  offered  in  Discharge  of  the  Tob° 
Tax.  The  spiritt  of  Methodism  Reigns  so  much  amongst  us  that  few 
or  no  men  will  be  Raisd  for  the  War.  tho  vast  sums  have  been  offerd 
itt  is  a  General  practice  amongst  us  when  there  is  any  Call  for  Rais- 
ing men  for  their  preachers  to  be  Continually  attending  their  differ- 
ent ]X)sts  day  and  night  which  I  am  fully  perswaded  is  the  Greatest 
Stroke  the  Brittish  ministry  Ever  struck  amongst  us  for  the  instant 
a  man  becomes  a  Classick  he  Lays  down  his  Arms  and  in  that  way 
declares  himself  an  Enemy  to  his  Country.  Through  that  Channell 
I  fear  we  have  more  internal  than  External  Enemies  doing  Every 
Thing  that  lies  in  their  power  to  diswade  men  for  Going  into  the 
Service  if  the  Legislator  do  not  do  something  in  this  matter  very 
soon  some  of  us  must  Be  Ruined  I  am  Satisfied  as  soon  as  they  find  .

D""  Sir  Our  recruiting  business  in  this  County  goes  on  much 
worse  than  I  expected  and  from  what  I  can  collect  of  the  sentiments 
of  the  young  Fellows  that  are  proper  to  turn  out,  I  have  little  expec- 
tation of  our  being  able  to  make  up  our  complement  of  men.  The 
greatest  part  of  those  that  have  inlisted  are  free  Negroes  &  Mulat- 
toes,  all  of  which  from  what  I  have  been  informed  will  not  amount 
to  more  than  fifteen.  However  as  the  People  have  had  but  a  very 
short  time  since  they  rec**  their  Classes  I  am  in  some  expectation 
they  will  procure  many  more  in  a  day  or  two,  I  really  could  wish  the 
Classes  had  about  ten  days  longer  to  procure  the  men.

As  Provision  is  wanting  for  the  Men  I  have  been  obliged  to  board 
some  at  a  publick  House,  at  24  Dollars  p  man  p  day ;  this  will  soon 
am*  to  a  Considerable  sum  of  money,  but  I  coul'd  not  get  them 
boarded  for  less,  and  what  is  worse  I  have  not  Cash  to  pay  for  their 
accommodations. 

Our  people  are  extreemly  Anxious  to  procure  the  recruits,  but 
they  really  want  money  to  do  it  with ;  cou'd  you  spare  but  a  few 
thousand  jx)unds  it  wou'd  be  of  considerable  Assistance.  I  ought  to 
have  as  much  money  as  will  pay  the  Continental  bounty.    I  flatter 
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myself  that  our  Quota  for  the  extra  Regiment  will  be  made  up,  and  July  23 
I  suspect  we  shall  not  do  much  more. 

I  have  reason  to  beleive  several  Deserters  will  be  brought  me 
within  a  day  or  two,  &  I  shall  not  know  what  to  do  with  them, 
having  at  this  time  a  recruit  &  a  Deserter  at  my  own  House,  there 
not  being  any  Ofificer  to  receive  them,  and  shou'd  any  of  them  run 
away,  I  possibly  may  be  blamed.

It  is  too  tender  a  seene  for 
a  Generous  mind,  to  be  the  instrument  to  break  these  people  up.

Sir  Since  receiving  my  appointment  as  Commissary  of  purchases 
for  this  County  I  have  taken  every  Step  in  my  power  to  procure  a 
Supply  of  Salt  provisions  for  the  Army,  but  fear  the  Quantity  I 
shall  be  able  to  get  will  be  very  small,  not  exceeding  a  thousand 
weight  of  Bacon  in  the  whole,  there  is  no  Salt  Beeff  or  pork  to  be 
had.  this  scarcity  arises  from  the  number  of  Vessells  detained  in 
Patuxent  by  the  Ice  last  winter  the  Captains  of  which  purchased  all 
the  Pork  and  Beeff  they  Could  possibly  get  in  the  County. 

For  the  Bacon  I  am  asked  ten  Dollars  "p  pound,  part  of  which 
Certificates  will  be  taken  for  the  residue  must  be  paid  for  in  Cash. 

I  wish  to  be  informed  if  I  am  to  give  Certificates  or  apply  to  the 
Treasurer  for  them  to  pay  those  who  are  inclined  to  take  them, 
&  if  convenient  shall  be  glad  to  be  furnished  with  some  Cash  by 
the  first  oppertunity  as  I  shall  want  it  in  the  course  of  the  next 
week,  I  can't  at  present  ascertain  the  sum  but  should  there  be  more 
sent  them  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  Bacon  will  apply  it  towards  pur- 
chasing wheat  as  I  am  promised  a  considerable  Quantity  as  soon 
as  it  can  be  got  out  of  the  Straw 
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expect  to  get  a  great  part  of  the  wheat  for  Certificates  provided  July  26 
they  may  be  discounted  out  of  the  last  Ten  pound  Assessment  as 
well  as  that  payable  in  November  next,  the  people  here  have  not  yet 
paid  the  first  for  the  want  of  a  Collector,  the  sheriff  refused  to  Act 
as  he  did  not  get  the  Law  in  time  and  the  Commissioners  have  not 
got  the  Law  of  last  Session  Impowering  them  to  appoint  a  Collector. 
I  am  at  a  loss  what  price  to  allow  for  wheat,  those  who  have  it  for 
Sale  expect  the  price  fixed  by  the  supplement  to  the  Act  for  the 
assessment  of  property  &  am  willing  to  take  it,  shall  be  much  Obliged 
for  direction. 

I  have  Contracted  with  some  Gentlemen  living  on  the  Way  for 
Wheat  who  say  they  Can  only  deliver  it  at  their  Landings,  and  as 
there  is  no  place  there  Convenient  to  Store  it  or  Mills  to  Grind  it, 
wish  to  know  if  I  may  engage  a  Vessell  to  take  it  off  &  what  place 
to  send  it  to.  twould  be  very  inconvenient  to  bring  it  around  to 
Patuxent.  Col°  Fitzhugh  has  offered  to  take  off  what  wheat  I  may 
purchase  convenient  to  any  Landing  on  Patuxent,  carry  it  to  his  Mill 
freight  free,  grind  for  the  Common  Toll  of  78"  part  Bulk  and  pack 
for  half  the  Bran,  &  furnish  Flour  Barrells  at  eight  Dollars  each.  He 
will  also  Bake  if  required  at  £12.  p  C^  &  find  Broad  Barrells  at  Ten 
dollars  each.  I  think  twill  be  much  more  advantageous  to  have  the 
wheat  manufacturd  than  to  Store  it  and  shall  contract  with  the 
Colonel  to  Grind  Bolt  &  pack  it  unless  directed  to  the  Contrary.

thing; Wicomoco  and  Nanticoke  Rivers  are  intirely  block'd  up  by 
these  Pickaroons.  If  your  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  dispatch 
one  of  the  State  Boats  to  Hooper's  Streights  to  Act  in  Consort  with 
Cap*  Smoot  I  think  they  may  probably  capture  some  of  these  Pirates. 

If  there  should  be  any  swivel  Guns  and  Ball  at  Annapolis  you 
could  Spare  I  should  be  glad  your  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to 
order  about  four  of  them  with  some  Ball  to  be  sent  over  in  my  Boat 
which  carries  the  Soldiers  to  Annapolis  I  think  by  arming  a  Boat 
with  there  swivels  when  ever  there  might  be  Occasion  that  we  may 
be  able  in  some  measure  to  keep  our  Coast  clear  of  these  pirates  One

Our  crops  tho' 
light  are  vastly  superior  to  the  crops  of  the  Lower  countys  and 
from  infonnation  are  equal  to  those  of  Kent  and  Cecil ;  as  that  is 
the  case  and  wheat  is  at  60  Dol.  I  hope  for  supplies  equal  to  the  call 
as  soon  as  they  can  be  procur'd.  everything  in  my  power  shall  be 
done. 

As  we  have  no  Merchant  Mills  in  the  lower  part  of  this  County 
I  suppose  the  wheat  must  be  sent  to  Col°  Hollingsworth  when

D''  Sir  On  the  26*  of  this  month  we  had  a  meeting  of  the  Field 
Officers  of  the  Co*^  together  with  the  Commissions"  of  the  Tax.  in 
order  to  assess  Paupers  and  issue  Warrants  for  the  Collection  of 
the  15  p  C'  due  from  those  that  did  not  by  that  time  find  their  pro-

Sir  The  Committee  of  Congress  at  Head  Quarters  having  Called 
upon  the  States  to  furnish  Supplies  of  Provisions  for  Our  Army 
(during  the  Campaign)  which  is  Increasing  fast,  and  makes  the 
daily  Consumption  of  Provisions  very  Considerable,  and  will  re- 
quire every  possible  Exertion  of  the  States  to  keep  them  supplied. 
Your  State  is  requested  to  furnish  for  the  Commissary  Department, 
Two  Thousand  five  hundred  barrels  of  flour  and  one  hundred  forty 
three  Thousand  and  Thirty  five  pounds  of  Beef  Monthly,  and 
thirty  Thousand  weight  of  Bacon  for  the  Campaign.  There  is  four- 
teen Brigades  Assembled  in  this  Neighbourhood,  and  recruits

If  I  am  not  to  give  as  high  a  price  as  they  do  in  the  other  States  I 
can  get  none  of  the  Bread  kind. 

Information  is  just  given  me  that  a  Quantity  of  Flower  Pur- 
chased last  winter  for  the  use  of  this  State,  now  lays  on  the 
Delaware  at  Appoginnema  Landing  &  for  the  want  of  Cash  to  pay 
Storage  &  freight,  is  kept  as  Security  for  Storage.

due  upon  that  Order,  he  now  refuses  settling  that  Acknowledgement 
even  in  Taxes  no  other  Excuse  then  the  money  to  be  Collected  is  for 
the  States  and  we  Cannot  allow  it.    I  on  my  Passage  to  Baltimore 
inlisted  Two  more  recruits  with  my  own  money  and  Delivered 
them  to  a  Continental  Officer  and  took  his  receit. 

I  further  beg  leave  to  inform  Your  Excellency  that  the  Two 
last  men  inlisted  by  me  namely  George  Keller  and  John  Campbell 
was  never  as  yet  Passed  to  the  Credit  of  this  County  and  the  Classes 
is  made  out  without  them,  there  is  from  Fifteen  Hundred  to  Two 
Thousand  pounds  Currently  giving  for  men  for  each  Class  Col° 
Thompson  Lieut  of  this  County  and  B.  Williams  his  aid  was  each 
of  them  Proceeded  taking  one  of  my  men  for  their  Class  and  is  now 
actually  Collecting  money  from  their  Different  Classes  for  their 
finding  them  men  and  refuses  giving  me  one  shilling  altho  I  am  1220 
Doll®  out  of  Pocket  for  them  men  I  therefore  beg  Your  Excellency 
will  use  Your  Authority  and  do  me  Justice  in  that  Case  as  I  am 
not  of  ability  sufficient  either  in  Purse  or  Person  to  Contend  the 
matter  in  any  manner  with  them.  I  beg  liberty  to  Dispose  of  them 
to  any  Class  I  think  Proper  and  You'll  very  much  oblige 

I  omitted  mentioning  to  Your  Excellency  that  M""  Hamilton  Shfif 
when  I  Contended  for  my  right  in  the  men  struck  &  abused  me  much 
I  am  very  lame  in  one  of  my  legs  so  as  it  is  with  Difficulty  I  walk. 
I  have  neither  money  nor  inclination  to  go  to  Law  well  Knowing 
that  most  favour  is  shewn  to  those  who  has  most  Money.  I  should 
have  waited  on  Your  Excellency  myself  but  was  not  able  to  bear  my 
Expences  but  beg  Your  Excellencys  Answer  p  return  of  Post  as 
next  Monday  is  the  last  Day  of  settling  the  Classes

No.  74  one  of  the  recruits  That  Mess""*  John  Jones  &  John  Wilkins  have 
refused  to  pay  him  the  mony  which  they  contracted  with  him  to 
enlist  for.  This  lad  was  brought  before  me  to  pass  muster  for  to 
exempt  a  class  of  the  militia  from  being  ordered  on  Actual  service, 
but  as  the  class  was  composed  of  a  number  of  reputable  persons  who 
seemed  ansious  to  procure  a  recruit,  I  refused  him  sundry  times  in 
hopes  that  some  person  better  able  than  himself  would  have  been 
enlisted,  but  when  that  could  not  be  Done  I  pass'd  him  for  that 
purpose.  The  two  persons  who  had  contracted  with  the  lad  to  enlist 
contended  for  a  power  of  Disposing  of  him  to  one  of  the  classes 
which  had  not  furnished  a  recruit,  which  I  rejected,  and  applied 
him  to  the  benefit  of  the  class  above  mentioned,  this  so  exasperated 
thein  that  they  have  refused  the  payment  of  the  mony  which  they 
agreed  to  give  him,  And  M""  Wilkins  has  since  his  enlistinent  (he 
informs)  me  taken  from  him  a  coat  which  he  gave  the  lad  to  enlist, 
and  a  Shirt  which  he  Purchased  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  Dollars 
received  from  M""  Wilkins  (in  part)  Revel  is  a  minor  which  I  appre- 
hend renders  him  incapable  of  proceeding  in  a  legal  manner  to 
recover  agreeable  to  his  contract.

Ladys  of  the  Town  had  passed  a  Resolve  not  to  Deliver  the  Shirts 
before  they  had  sent  them  to  Head  Quarters  She  has  Wrote  Madam 
Lee  About  the  Matter. 

M''  William  Smith  had  Bo'  200  Ready  made  shirts  for  the  Con- 
tinental Service  which  he  has  Spared  on  Condition  they  are  to  be 
Return'd  Again  when  Wanting.  M*"  Isaac  Griest  did  not  Receive 
The  Letter  you  sent  him  (before  Yesterday  for  Procuring  Vessels 
when  he  was  Informed  the  Troops  were  Mostly  Gone  from  An- 
napolis he  has  a  sore  hand  which  makes  him  Incapable  of  Writ* 
himself  Desired  I  would  Inform  your  Excell^  That  he  sent  But  one 
Vessel  and  was  Afraid  that  wou'd  be  too  Late  as  his  Letter  was  so 
Long  Comming.  Inclosed  is  the  Invoice  of  Cloathing  I  have  Now 
sent  Directed  to  M""  John  Muir)  which  is  all  the  Ready  made  Cloath- 
ing with  the  200  Shirts  I  got  of  M'  Will"  Smith  that  I  have  Except 
8  Bolts  Ozna^*^  that  was  not  made  up  and  20  Blankets  which  I  Did 
not  send

Sir  Your  fav'  of  21^'  came  duly  to  hand  with  notes  for  12  hh*^' 
of  Tobacco  &  some  Blank  Certificates  &  have  sold  10  hh*^'  of  Tobacco 
at  the  price  limited  which  will  enable  me  to  make  easy  some  of  the 

5 
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August  30  most  importunate  of  my  Creditors.  It  is  not  in  my  power  to  advise 
you  at  present  the  exact  quantity  of  Wheat  taken  in  as  I  have  not 
been  lately  at  the  Mills  where  it  is  received  but  believe  it  is  between 
12  &  1400  Bushells  it  would  come  in  fast  if  I  had  Cash  to  pay  for  it, 
but  the  people  hold  back  from  an  apprehention  that  they  are  to  be 
paid  off  in  the  new  money  at  40  for  one,  which  they  seem  generally 
averse  to,  apprehending  they  will  not  be  able  to  pay  off  their  former 
contracts  with  it  at  the  same  rate.  I  apprehend  very  little  Wheat 
will  come  into  my  hands  from  the  Lieutenant  of  this  County  as  I 
understand  our  full  quoto  of  recruits  was  procured  &  delivered  to 
him.  I  have  employd  a  proper  person  to  look  out  for  Beef  but  do 
not  expect  he  will  be  able  to  purchase  much  as  this  is  by  no  means  a 
Grazing  Country  &  I  apprehend  what  little  Beef  there  is,  is  yet  too 
poor  to  drive  but  shall  be  able  to  say  more  on  this  subject  in  a  few- 
days. 

As  Provisions  are  so  much  wanting  in  the  Army  would  it  not  be 
proper  to  ship  on  the  Flour  that  is  in  M''  Tho.  Bealls  hands,  in  case 
there  should  be  a  call  for  any  here  I  shall  be  able  to  answer  it  with 
Fresh  Flour  &  I  think  there  is  a  risque  that  what  is  here  now  will 
spoil  by  keeping. 

I  hope  it  will  not  be  long  before  you  can  supply  me  with  some 
Cash  if  it  were  possible  to  give  me  Continental  I  am  confident  it 
would  be  the  most  agreeable  to  the  people  who  have  provisions  to 
sell.

Dear  Sir  In  the  letter  I  rec''  by  last  Post  from  the  Gov''  &  Council 
there  was  a  ticket  I  think  in  your  hand  writing  advising  that  an 
Order  was  enclosd  on  M""  Johns  for  him  to  pay  me  what  money  he 
has  taken  in  for  the  State,  the  Order  was  omited,  if  it  is  agreeable 
to  the  Gov""  &  council  please  to  send  me  a  Loan  Office  Certificate  in 
the  name  of  John  Ahair  for  one  thousand  Dollars  &  Charge  me 
with  that  sum.  I  have  wrote  to  his  Excellency  by  this  Opp^^  to  which 
refer  you  for  the  success  I  have  had  &  my  prospect  in  office.  I  am 
much  afraid  that  the  new  money  will  not  be  generally  received  as 
the  People  are  very  apprehensive  of  loosing  by  it,  I  think  much  will 
depend  on  the  Conduct  of  the  People  of  Baltimore  if  they  take  it 
Chearfully  it  will  soon  work  itself  into  circulation,  but  if  they  go 
to  money  Jobing  with  it  the  consequences  will  be  bad.  we  have  a 
report  that  the  2^  Division  of  the  French  Fleet  have  arriv'd  &  form'd 
a  Junction  with  the  first.   I  wish  for  a  Confirmation

May  it  please  your  Excellency  The  Barer  Docter  Houston  Bring 
forward  Elijah  Justice  &  Solomon  Hutson.  Two  Continental  Sol- 
diers, who  kept  out  of  the  way.  whin  I  sent  forward  them  by 
Capt  Rob*  Dashiell,  as  soon  as  I  got  these  men  in  I  sent  them  under 
Guard  to  Cambridge  to  Be  Safe  kept  untill  a  pasage  offered  to  An- 
napolis But  the  Gentlemen  Refused  to  Take  any  Charge  of  them 
and  sent  them  back,  the  Expence  of  sending  them  to  Cambridge 
was  Near  Sixty  pounds  which  I  hope  will  be  stopt  out  of  Elijah 
Justices  Bounty ;  as  he  has  put  us  to  the  Expence 

Since  I  rote  you  by  Capt.  Dashiell  I  heare  the  price  of  pork  is 
fallen  in  Philadelphia  and  am  In  hopes  that  I  shall  get  more  of  that 
Article  then  I  expected  from  that  Circumstance. 

I  have  a  quantity  of  Corn  at  Snow  hill  &  sum  at  the  Sea  Side,  But 
I  think  it  needless  to  attempt  to  Ship  any  from  Snow  hill  untill  their 
is  sum  Guard  Boats  sent  down  or  the  Cruisers  Take  Leave  of  us  as 
but  Very  Few  of  our  Vesels  Escape  the  Enemy,  and  I  am  realy  of 
oppinion  that  the  risk  to  Trentown  is  not  as  great,  as  to  the  head  of 
Elk  at  present,  and  if  it  is  agreable  to  you  I  will  send  One  Load 
that  way. 

I  have  Shipt  you  by  this  Conveyance  four  Barrels  of  Pork  & 
Eighty  eight  pounds  Bacon  which  is  all  that  is  at  Salisbury  at  pres- 
ent &  is  as  much  as  I  would  wish  to  Ship  in  one  Boat 

Since  I  rote  the  above  I  have  Rec*^  official  advice  that  the  Priva- 
teers have  Taken  all  the  Tobacco  out  of  American  Warehouse,  and 
have  made  an  attempt  to  Take  of  M''  Henry  Dennes  &  a  Capt. 
Whaley  that  is  Building  a  ship  at  M''  Denneses :

Sir  Your  Excellencys  several  Letters  of  21^*  Instant  came  to  No.  26 
hand  last  evening.  And  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  have  but  little  hopes  of  if  "gl 
making  any  purchase  in  this  County  In  fact  I  have  no  Credit  myself 
nor  will  the  people  trust  the  Public,  Certificates  will  not  be  received. 
I  Purchased  about  1 500o£  worth  of  Wheat  &  flour  in  June,  under 
a  promise  of  punctual  payment  in  6  weeks  at  farthest  &  I  am  exceed- 
ingly hurt  in  not  having  it  in  my  Power  to  comply.  Upwards  of 
600  Bushls  of  the  wheat  I  had  delivered  in  M''  Hutson  mill  to  grind. 
M''  Gibson  who  manages  the  mill  has  sent  the  flour  to  Bait.  Town 
for  sale  &  has  not  a  Bushl  of  Wheat  now  to  grind,  I  have  given  this 
information  to  M''  Martin  that  Legal  Steps  may  be  taken  to  compell 
the  delivery  of  the  flour  or  payment.  I  believe  the  Public  has  sufferd 
exceedingly  from  the  conduct  of  M''  Gibson  at  this  mill  &  doubt  not 
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August  30  if  enquirey  was  order'd  it  might  easily  be  made  Appear,  M""  Gibson 
^^"if  °26  being  a  Public  Officer  &  well  acquainted  with  our  situation  as  to 
Letter  provisions  I  had  not  the  least  thought  that  he  wld  deceive  me  in 
■  ^  regard  to  the  delivery  of  the  flour  I  often  askd  for  it  &  as  often 
had  his  promise  to  finish  the  grinding  as  soon  as  possible  and  on 
the  very  day  I  heard  of  his  send^  the  flour  and  as  I  was  with  him 
&  had  his  Promise  to  deliver  the  flour  &  that  100  Barrels  was  then 
ready.  When  he  sent  the  flour  off  I  stoped  the  Vessel  till  he  agreed 
that  the  flour  should  be  sent  to  M''  Smith  in  Bait,  as  flour  seized  by 
me  &  returnd  him,  for  flour  he  was  under  Contract  with  Hutson  for 
This  flour  was  deliverd  by  the  Skipper  to  M''  Smith  as  my  flour,  but 
he  coiild  not  obtain  any  receipt  for  it  &  M''  Smith  I  am  told  is  paying 
Hutson  for  it  at  the  present  Price  2o£  upwards  higher  then  it  w'*^ 
have  cost  had  he  received  it  as  seized  flour  not  having  Power  to 
seize  the  flour  I  could  do  nothing  more  then  I  did  Altho,  I  could 
prove  it  was  actually  made  of  my  wheat.  I  have  been  so  much  en- 
gaged of  late  with  other  Business  that  it  was  not  in  my  Power  to 
be  so  attentive  to  that  Otherwise  the  Public  should  not  have  lost  the 
flour. 

With  reluctence  &  sorrow  I  say  I  meet  with  but  few  People  Who 
are  not  taking  every  advantage  of  the  Public  they  can  I  have  been 
most  Raskelly  imposed  on  with  recruits  &  Deserters  it  was  impossi- 
ble to  know  the  deseption  till  too  late. 

Several  Deserters  Who  I  can  not  get  apprehendd  for  any  reward 
I  can  offer  are  through  their  Friends  applying  to  get  the  Liberty 
of  Procuring  Substitutes  by  them  to  get  discharged  Last  evening 
I  was  offerd  100  Bushels  of  wheat  to  get  a  discharge  for  one  Who 
will  not  be  taken.  If  your  Excellency  thinks  Proper  to  allow  me 
liberty  to  make  terms  I  shall  use  it  only  for  the  good  of  the  State 
And  I  cannot  help  recommending  some  such  plan  as  the  public  will 
get  something  by  it  &  be  no  looser  for  were  those  men  to  be  taken 
they  w'*^  be  of  little  use  at  Camp 

I  shall  use  my  best  endeavours  to  procure  what  provision  I  can 
but  the  Business  must  be  attend"^  with  considerable  expense  I  must 
have  assistants  to  ride  through  the  County  &  I  know  not  what  I 
may  be  allowed.  I  sent  round  the  County  to  buy  salted  meat  & 
could  obtain  none,  that  Business  cost  me  a  sum  that  may  be  thought 
extravagant. 

I  am  so  convinced  that  nothing  can  be  done  without  Cash  that  I 
think  it  time  wasted  to  attempt  it.  Wheat  I  Expect  will  be  bought 
in  for  the  15  p  C  Tax  &  if  Your  Excellency  could  order  to  this 
County  400  or  500  Bushels  Salt  to  be  exchanged  for  wheat  it  wld 
be  better  then  Cash.  I  am  sorry  to  trouble  your  Excellency  with  so 
long  a  Letter  especially  as  its  to  little  purpose. 
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[Thos  Beall,  Capt  of  the  late  Rawlings  Redg't  Riflemen,  George  August  30 
Town  to  His  Excellency  The  Governor  and  Council] 

Gentlemen  On  my  Return  to  Fort  Pitt  in  February  last  Know- 
ing M""  Magruder  had  Received  Orders  to  Recruit  men  for  our 
Corps  during  the  war  Gave  Serg^  Janes  Orders  to  Reenlist  Two  men 
of  our  Corps  that  was  not  During  the  war  Janes  Inlisted  one  of 
them  and  a  day  or  Two  after  one  of  the  men  Brought  in  A  british 
Prisoner  of  war  who  he  said  wood  Inlist.  Capt.  Tannehill  was  sit- 
ing By  and  knowing  he  wood  wish  for  an  Oppertunity  to  take  the 
Advantage  of  me  Ask'd  his  opinion  Capt  Tannehill  was  of  opinion 
he  wood  doe  very  well  in  that  Department  and  as  it  had  been  Fre- 
quently done  before  thought  propper  to  Inlist  him  Capt  Tannehill 
took  an  oppertunity  that  Evening  to  Acquaint  the  Comd'  I  had 
Inlisted  A  british  Prisoner  and  Next  morninj  Started  for  Phila- 
delphia. 

A  few  days  After  I  was  ordered  to  the  Cetannion  and  weighf* 
on  the  Comd'  for  orders  he  then  told  me  he  had  understood  I  had 
Inlisted  A  british  Prisoner  of  war  I  acknoledg'*  I  had  and  beg"^  to 
Know  who  had  Reported  me  he  told  me  Capt  Tannehill  had  and 
said  he  disapprov**  of  it  much  and  if  he  Knew  of  any  person  there 
he  wood  have  them  sent  of  I  expected  as  the  Comd*  had  disapprov*^ 
of  his  Inlistment  and  I  being  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Core  it 
was  my  duty  to  discharge  him  and  as  I  inlisted  him  the  Money 
and  Clothing  then  lay  at  my  Risk  and  as  he  had  spent  the  Money 
and  defac**  the  Clothes  took  the  first  oppertunity  to  Discharge  him 
and  got  as  much  as  I  thought  wood  pay  for  his  Clothing  and  the 
Money  he  had  Receiv*^  and  Acquainted  Cap*  Tannehill  with  what 
I  had  done  on  his  Return  and  my  Reason  for  doing  it 

Capt.  Tannehill  was  of  opinion  I  had  done  Rong  and  said  he  had 
mentioned  it  to  the  Comd*  but  did  not  meen  to  Report  it  every  Gen- 
tleman that  is  Acquainted  with  Capt.  Tannehill  must  know  that  he 
is  not  so  void  of  sence  that  must  know  that  it  was  the  Comd'^  Duty 
to  call  me  to  an  Account  if  I  had  done  Rong  whether  he  ment  it 
or  not 

this  was  the  last  of  June  I  told  Capt.  Tannehill  I  thought  I  was 
very  Justifiable  in  what  I  had  done  if  he  thought  I  was  Rong  he  was 
very  wellcom  to  take  the  Advantage  of  it  I  continued  at  Fort  Pitt 
untill  the  Twentyeth  of  July  and  heard  more  of  it  and  then  got  leave 
of  Absence  to  Cumberland  on  my  Return  was  very  kindly  Receiv*^ 
by  Capt.  Tannehill  and  in  a  day  or  Two  after  understood  Capt 
Tannehill  had  been  speaking  very  disrespectfull  of  me  on  account  of 
my  discharging  the  Above  prisoner  I  then  weight**  on  the  Comd* 
and  Requested  he  wood  send  for  Capt  Tannehill  and  let  me  be  pres- 
ent Capt.  Tannehill  said  he  had  understood  I  had  discharg**  McCleod 
the  above  prisoner  I  acknowledg"*  I  had  and  Acquainted  the  Comd* 
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August  30  my  Reasons  for  it  and  what  I  had  stopt  for  his  Bounty  and  Clothing 
as  the  Clothing  was  much  defac*^  and  as  he  the  Comd'  had  disap- 
proved of  his  Inlistment  I  thought  it  was  my  duty  to  discharge  him 
the  Comd*  then  in  presence  of  Capt  Tannehill  said  he  had  disap- 
prov'*  of  his  Inlistment  and  if  he  knew  of  any  prisoners  there  he 
wood  imediately  have  them  sent  of  and  told  me  he  wood  order  a 
Cort  of  Inquiry  and  I  shood  have  a  hearing  I  then  told  the  Comd*

M''  Magruder  who  hands  you  this  I  think  if  you'l  only  Ask  him 
can  Acquaint  you  that  Capt  Tannehill  has  Attempted  to  take  the 
Advantage  of  me  Frequently  before  this  and  notwithstanding  I 
made  it  Appear  to  the  Cort  by  the  Comd'^  Evidence  that  he  had  dis- 
approve' of  McCleods  the  Prisoner  and  declared  if  knew  of  A  British 
Prisoner  there  he  wood  have  them  Amediately  sent  of  and  made  it 
Apear  by  Capt  Tannehills  Books  the  Clothing  he  had  Receiv^  was 
paid  him  as  part  of  his  Bounty  and  in  the  publick  manner  I  dis- 
charg**  him  am  Afifraid  the  Matter  has  gone  Against  me 

I  acknowledge  I  have  done  Rong  in  Inlisting  the  Fellow  and  in 
order  to  put  myself  Right  have  layd  myself  in  the  power  of  Capt. 
Tannehill  its  Cruel  after  serving  my  Country  Almost  five  years  and 
spent  at  least  half  my  Fortune  that  I  should  now  fall  a  sacrifice  to 
that  Gentleman's  Envy  and  as  I  am  a  stranger  to  his  Excellency 
must  beg  the  Favour  of  your  Riting  him  your  Favours  ever  shall 
be  most  Greatfully  Acknowledge'

D"'  Sir.  From  an  illness  I  have  labored  under  these  6  Weeks  I  can 
at  this  time  scarcely  hold  a  Pen.  I  had  Dawlass,  Russia  Shirting 
Ravens  Duck  and  the  best  osnaburghs  that  ever  I  beheld  and  the 
properest  for  soldiers  shirting  of  any  Linnen  I  ever  saw.  Btit  the 
Governor  of  Virg^  had  appointed  2  Commissioners  in  this  County 
to  Purchase  or  siege  all  such  Goods  as  Government  wants,  and  Yes- 
terday they  bought  everything  that  I  had.  Cap*  ....  has  shoes. 
Russia  shirting,  Dawlass  the  same  osnabg^  of  mine,  Coarse  and  fine 
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Cloths,  Blanketts.    If  you  was  to  send  a  Person  over  very  early  September 

Tomorrow  they  might  probably  get  a  great  many  valuable  things, 

tho'  from  what  I  have  heard  they  are  very  Dear,  I  believe  he  will 

Deal  for  nothing  but  Continental  Money,   if  you  have  not  the  Cash 

in  the  Treasury  at  Present  I  have  no  doubt  but  I  could  prevail  on 

Cap*  Conway  to  wait  for  the  Money  for  I  am  Y^  concern'd  in  Vessell 

&  Cargo  but  have  no  share  in  the  management. 

There  has  just  arrived  2  Irish  Cutters  in  York  River  &  a  large 
Brig,  from  Ireland  in  James  River  all  full  of  Linnens  and  Cloths. 
I  am  told  the  Governor  and  Council  were  treating  for  the  Cargoes 
I  hope  they  will  be  sufficient  of  the  kind  for  the  southern  Army.

ordered  the  said  several  persons  be  confined  in  the  Publick  Prison 
of  Baltimore  County  during  the  present  Invasion  of  this  State,  or 
untill  the  further  Order  of  the  Governor  and  Council  herein.

On  the  27**^  of  December  following  I  was  released  from  Prison 
on  my  signing  a  Bond  with  two  securities  in  the  Penalty  of  two

No.  28  ^^^^  obtained  Arms  &^  &  also  a  Warrant  for  clothing-  for  the  Regi- 
ment. The  Cloathing  is  at  Morris  Town  to  which  Place  I  have  sent 
to  Secure  it.  Hats  of  a  very  good  Quality,  we  shall  obtain  in  a  few 
Days,  an  Express  having  been  dispatched  Yesterday  to  Lancaster 
to  order  fifteen  hundred  to  be  sent  immediately  from  that  Place. 
We  are  to  have  a  uniform  Coat,  Wollen  Jacket  &  Overalls,  one 
Shirt  and  one  Hat  "p*"  Man.  The  Board  of  War  inform  me,  that  a 
large  Quantity  of  Wollens  are  now  fulling  to  make  Blankets  of,  part 
of  which  we  may  expect  to  obtain  before  Winter  sets  in.  The  Board 
as  well  as  our  Delegates,  advise  me,  not  to  march  from  here,  till 
I  have  the  Men  properly  cloathed  &  till  the  whole  joins  us  there  is 
no  immediate  Call  for  men  I  have  wrote  to  his  Excellency  the  Gen- 
eral on  this  Subject  &  shall  wait  his  further  Orders.  The  Time  we 
spend  in  this  City  shall  be  employed  in  getting  the  men  acquainted 
with  the  use  of  the  Fire  Lock,  of  which  they  are  now  amazingly 
ignorant.  On  my  first  Arrival  I  waited  on  the  Delegates  &  the 
Board  of  War,  I  received  their  orders  to  Land  the  Men  &  march 
them  to  the  Barracks.  We  have  very  good  Quarters  &  are  well  pro- 
vided with  Provisions.  Tis  whispered  that  we  are  to  be  sent  to  the 
southward. 

I  have  the  Pleasure  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  the  Acc*^  from 
Gen'  Gates's  Army  appear  to  be  rather  exaggerated,  as  an  officer 
arrived  at  this  City  yesterday  from  N  York,  who  reports  that  he 
read  in  the  N  York  Paper  an  Ace'  of  the  Action  near  Cambden  to 
the  following  Effect.  That  our  Army  had  been  successful  in  several 
Skirmishes  viz.  the  two  Generals  meeting  near  Cambden  on  the 
16*  a  general  Action  ensued,  that  the  Militia  gave  way  on  the  first 
fire,  I  left  the  Continentals  unsupported,  who  being  hard  pressed  by 
Lord  Cornwallis,  retreated  &  were  pursued  for  four  miles  with  con- 
siderable Slaughter.  It  mentions  no  officer  of  Distinction  either 
killed  or  taken  Capt  Higgins  the  Gentleman  alluded  to,  told  this  to 
the  Board  of  War  in  my  Hearing.

It  is 
in  vain  to  veil  our  situation,  the  Army  must  disband,  unless  other 
states  will  do  as  Maryland  has  done ;  If  Laws  taking  the  surplus  of 
provisions  were  passed  in  some  States  relief  might  be  given.  The 
Generals  Letter  upon  the  present  state  of  the  Army  is  a  circular  one, 
and  I  presume  you  have  it  before  now.  All  the  provisions,  that  have 
been  procured  ought  to  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  possible.  This

If  I  had  cash  I  could  send  of  immediatly  ten  or  fifteen  thousand 
bus :  I  have  the  promise  of  some  beef  on  the  hoof  but  tis  not  yet 
in  condition.  I  have  to  send  an  immediate  answer  by  the  way  of 
Kent  Island,  I  have  had  some  letters  sent  via  Rock  Hall  and  some 
by  Cambridge  that  did  not  come  to  hand  in  a  long  time. 

Brown  Bwk  [Horatio  Gates  Hillsborough  to  Gov.  Jefferson  Copy] 

■^?:\  Sir  Intelligence  of  a  very  particular  Sort,  is  just  arrived  from 
No.  16  Camden,  by  a  Person  in  whom  we  can  confide ;  and  no  Doubt  re- 
mains, but  that  he  may  have  been  imposed  upon ;  by  a  Finesse  of  the 
Enemy.  Since  then  two  Deserters  from  the  Enemy's  23"*  Regiment 
came  in,  and  in  a  Manner  confirm  the  Intelligence.  It  is  as  follows. 
That  Lord  Cornwallis  is  going  immediately,  to  embarque  his  Main 
Force  at  George  Town,  for  Cape  Fear,  and  has  wrote  to  Sir  Harry 
Clinton,  to  send  a  Reinforcement  to  take  immediate  Possession  of 
Portsmouth  in  your  State.  That  two  Regiments  of  Hessians  only, 
are  to  remain  in  Garrison  at  Charles  Town,  and  the  Seventh  Regi- 
ment at  Savanah.  That  a  Guard  would  be  left  at  Camden  to  cover 
the  General  Hospital,  and  send  the  sick  and  wounded  as  they  recover 
to  Charles  Town. 

The  63'*  Regiment  had  already  marched  down  with  the  Prisoners 
and  Bryants  Corps.  Tarleton  with  the  Legion,  was  gone  to  the 
Waxhaws,  to  collect  Horses  for  the  Waggons,  to  take  the  Baggage 
down  the  Country.  The  Council  of  Officers  who  assembled  Yester- 
day at  my  Quarters,  were  of  Opinion,  that  I  should  immediately, 
transmit  this  Intelligence  to  Your  Excellency,  that  the  Executive  of 
your  State  might  be  preparing,  to  defeat  the  Enemy's  Designs. 
Since  I  wrote  your  Excellency  on  the  Colonel  Marian  of  South 

Carolina  has  surprized  a  Party  of  the  Enemy,  near  Santee  River, 
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escorting  150  Prisoners  of  the  Maryland  Division;  he  took  the  September 9 
Party,  and  released  the  Prisoners,  who  are  now,  upon  their  march  &'°^"  ^°°^ 
to  Cross  Creek  where  I  sent  Lieut.  Colonel  Ford,  and  proper  Officers  Letter 
to  conduct  them  Hither  when  these  join ;  our  Loss  in  Continentals,  ^°-  '^ 
will  be  few;  in  Comparison  of  what  from  their  once  hopeless  Situa- 
tion might  have  been  expected.    Certain   Persons  have  been  ex- 
treamly  anxious  that  I  should  remove  the  Whole  Force  and  take 
Post  with  them  immediately  in  Mechlenburgh  and  Roan  Counties, 
on  the  Western  Border  of  the  State.    As  this  does  not  correspond 
with  my  own  judgement,  nor  with  that  of  many  others  whom  I 
esteem  very  good  Officers;  I  shall  defer  doing  it,  until  I  am  con- 
vinced by  some  Movement  of  the  Enemy,  which  way  they  point; 
and  what  is  the  real  Object  they  have  in  View. 

Should  Willmington  in  this  State,  and  Portsmouth  in  yours  be 
the  Posts  they  intend  to  take,  I  conceive  the  Southern  Army  would 
be  entirely  misplaced,  at  Charlotte,  Salisbury,  and  the  Ford  upon 
the  Yadkin;  consequently  I  shall  halt  all  the  Continental  Troops 
here  until  the  Designs  of  the  Enemy  become  so  apparent,  there  can 
be  no  mistaking  them.  General  Stevens  who  is  posted  near  Guild- 
ford Court  House  acquaints  me  in  his  Letter  the  6th  Instant,  that 
his  Command,  is  by  Desertion,  reduced  to  130  Men.  I  have  directed 
him  to  Officer  that  Number,  in  a  proper  Manner;  and  come  himself 
with  the  supernumerary  Officers,  to  Hillsborough,  in  his  Way  to 
Richmond,  where  he  can  receive  the  Orders  of  the  Executive  for 
his  future  Conduct.  I  am  astonished  at  Colonel  Bu ford's  Command, 
arriving  here  this  Day ;  without  Tents.  Sickness,  Death,  and  Deser- 
tion, must  certainly  be  the  dire  Result,  of  sending  Troops  into  the 
Field  at  the  Autumnal  Equinox,  unfurnished  with  so  essential  an 
Article.  Cost  what  they  will,  or  get  them  how  we  may,  they  must  be 
supplied,  or  ruin  will  ensvie.  I  request  your  Excellency  will  send  an 
exact  Copy  of  this  Letter,  with  your  First  Dispatch  to  Congress,  and 
desire  the  President  to  order  one  to  be  sent  immediately  to  His 
Excellency  Gen'  Washington

May  it  please  your  Excellency  Enclosed  you  have  a  Return  of 
the  Public  Armes  ammunition  and  accoutriments  now  in  Charles 
County,  the  Greatest  Part  of  the  Powder  is  so  bad  in  Quality  that 
I  could  not  Require  men  to  go  to  Action  with  it.  and  there  are 
16  of  the  Muskets  Render*^  in  a  most  Shattered  Condition  by  Capt 
Joseph  Marburys  Recruiting  party  Last  Spring,  Who  had  the  use 
of  them  to  apprehend  and  Guarde  deserters,  and  We  have  no  person 
in  this  County  Sufficiently  Qualified  to  Repair  them,  therefore 
should  be  Glad  to  be  instructed  What  I  am  to  do  with  them  and  the 
bad  Powder.  I  have  agreeable  to  instructions  notified  to  those 
Classes  Who  Have  not  furnished  Recruits  that  Wheat  Would  be 
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September  9  Rec*^  in  discharg  of  the  15  p*"  Cent,  but  believe  We  shall  Get  very- 
Little  of  that  Article  as  it  is  scarce  and  Esq''  Jenefer  has  already 
engaged  all  that  was  for  sale  in  the  county  for  the  use  of  the  army. 
I  shall  take  Every  advisable  measure  to  have  the  Deserters  appre- 
hended. Jackson  I  have  already  Got  and  believe  he  has  been  pre- 
vented joining  the  Regiment  by  Sickness.  Tho  shall  send  him  with 
five  other  Recruits  for  Annapolis  this  day,

he  offered  me  for  £450 :  I  hope  that  will  not  be  allow'd  as  others 
will  think  hard  if  they  have  not  a  hier  price  if  he  gets  that. 

Sundry  of  Our  Gent^  have  offered  to  Inshure  and  Deliver  Corn 
at  Trentown  for  the  same  that  the  Corn  Shipt  by  the  head  of  Elk 
Cost  or  for  the  same  that  the  Comesary  at  Philadelphia  give  in 
reddy  Cash  for  the  Armey  this  they  will  do  on  Certificates  if  your 
Excellency  &  Co  will  only  Direct  me  to  ship  it  that  way,  and  on 
these  Conditions  I  am  Convinced  I  should  get  a  Considerable 
Quantity  sent  forward  that  way,  I  shall  Ship  Near  Two  thousand 
Bhs.  of  Corn  &  near  forty  Bar*  pork  at  Snow  hill  &  Salesbury  this 
week,  as  I  heare  the  Crusars  is  Gone  down  the  Bay,  but  for  fear  of 
their  Return  I  am  In  hopes  You  will  send  down  sum  Vesels  to  Cover 
them,  I  have  been  Oblidge  to  Call  on  my  Bro:  Geo.  Dashiell  the 
Lieu'  of  Somerset  for  several  Thousand  pounds  to  assist  me  to  pay 
for  provision,  hope  you  will  Give  me  an  Order  on  him  for  Ten 
Thousand  pounds  or  what  you  please,  as  I  am  Under  Sundry  In- 
gagements  that  I  am  afraid  I  Cannot  Comply  with  as  our  people 
pay  their  Class  money  Very  Slowly 

I  submit  it  to  your  Excellency,  wheather  we  had  not  Better  take 
Beaff  on  the  Hoof  for  the  Class  mony  I  am  fully  Perswaded  that 
I  should  get  many  good  Cattle  by  it,  and  save  the  mony  in  hand. 

I  am  sorry  to  Inform  you  that  no  mony  will  Be  obtained  here 
upon  Lone,  as  I  have  Called  on  all  my  Brethren  in  that  way  and  find 
they  have  got  no  more  but  what  I  informed  you  off,  when  I  was 
Last  at  Annapolis.

In  answer  thereto  I  am  to 
inform  you  that  I  think  there  is  very  little  Dependence  to  be  put  in 
any  further  Assistance  in  the  Loan  Way  from  this  County ;  at  least 
from  the  Inhabitants  in  my  District  There  being  but  few  who  I 
think  are  able  to  do  more  than  pay  their  Taxes  according  to  due 
Course  of  Law;  &  those  few  who  are  able,  to  all  Appearance  the 
least  willing.  I  have  made  enquiry  concerning  the  Subscriptions  of 
our  County  Assembly  men  &  find  M""  Stone  has  p*^  his  to  M''  Jenifer, 
M""  Dent  is  to  do  the  same.  M""  Hanson  promises  to  pay  his  to  M*" 
Turner,  &  M""  Digges  I  immagine  has  paid  his  to  M'  Hemmersley. 
As  to  money,  there  is  very  little  in  circulation  with  us  at  present, 
having  had  but  a  trifling  Market  for  Tob°  this  Summer. 

If  there  was  any  Chance  of  Success,  your  Excell^  may  be  assured 
I  would  persevere  in  the  Business  with  Pleasure ;  but  knowing  from 
Experience  there  is  not  I  am  for  that  Reason  &  that  only,  at  present 
inactive  in  it.

Sir  I  have  to  lament  with  your  Hon*"'*  Board  the  extreme  Pov- 
erty of  the  Treasury  as  also  the  low  Credit  of  the  State  in  this 
County  (having  fully  put  it  to  the  Test  by  applying  to  the  first  Gent, 
with  us  for  their  Wheat  who  have  refused  unless  prompt  Payment 
can  be  made)  the  last  is  owing  to  the  failure  of  payment  by  the 
Continental  Purchasers.  I  have  pledged  my  Honor  &  advanced  my 
Cash  so  largely  on  Account  of  M""  Wederstrandt  last  Winter  which 
at  present  I  have  little  prospect  of  having  returned  in  any  reasonable 
Time  that  I  cannot  think  of  giving  my  word  to  the  People  for 
payment  of  any  Cattle  unless  I  was  conscious  of  being  able  to  keep 
it  which  from  the  general  Tenor  of  your  Letters  I  am  of  opinion  I 
cannot.

Gentlemen  His  Excelency's  Letter  dated  August  21^'  and  Col° 
Stones  dated  Septr  5"'  came  to  hand  the  7*  agreeable  to  your  direc- 
tions I  have  sent  the  Hats  to  Baltimore  to  the  care  of  M''  George 
Keeport.  The  waters  have  for  sometime  been  so  low  that  very  little 
grinding  has  been  done  however  there  is  now  a  good  prospect  as  it 
has  been  raining  the  best  part  of  this  day  and  likely  to  continue. 

The  Farmers  are  in  the  hight  of  seeding,  very  few  Waggons  can 
be  had  until  that  business  is  over  which  will  be  in  about  two  weeks 
and  then  few  will  go  without  they  can  besure  of  the  Cash  when 
the  service  is  done. 

I  believe  there  will  be  very  little  Beef  delivered  for  the  present 
Assesment  not  any  yet  ofifer'd.  I  think  a  quantity  but  not  a  large  one 
may  be  purchased  for  Cash  at  about  £90  p  hundred  but  I  shall  not 
offer  more  then  £82.10  unless  I  have  your  Instructions  for  so  doing.

I  have  talked  with  Col°  Johnson 
who  has  Acted  as  Lieu'  of  this  County  respecting  peoples  delivering 
wheat  in  lieu  of  the  15  p  Cent  under  the  law  for  filling  up  the  Ba- 
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talion  where  the  men  have  not  been  found  and  advised  him  to  make  September 
it  known  to  the  PubHck  by  Advertisements  which  he  promised  to  "^ 
do  I  have  not  any  doubt  but  they  will  be  very  glad  of  this  indulgence 
I  am  sure  they  ought  to  be. 

I  have  received  about  800  Bushels  of  Wheat  and  should  have 
had  the  most  of  it  ground  before  now  but  was  inform'd  by  the 
Millers  that  the  Flour  made  of  new  Wheat  would  not  keep  more 
then  three  or  four  weeks  which  I  find  to  be  true  upon  a  small  trial

There  appears  to  be  a  more 
backwardness  in  this  County  than  usual  however  if  I  can  be  fur- 
nished with  cash  for  the  purchase  of  Beef  on  the  hoof,  &  to  pay 
Coopers  for  Barrels,  waggoners  for  carriage  &c  I  believe  we  shall 
as  heretofore  be  one  of  the  foremost  County's  in  the  State  you  may 
depend  that  every  thing  shall  be  done  in  my  power  to  expedite  the 
Business.

therefore  the  great  price  of  freight  from  the  lower  Co'^*  in  this 
State  is  saved,  which  if  added  to  the  price  I  ofifer  wou'd  be  got  If 
I  can  get  money  some  wheat  can  be  now  got  on  Susquehanna 
for  £25  to  the  amount  of  four  or  five  thousand  Bushells,  which 
cannot  be  had  without  it,  money  I  must  have  also  for  the  Beef.

Sir  I  have  just  arriv'd  here  from  Hillsborough  where  the  Mary- 
land Troops  are  encamp'd  since  the  retreat  from  Camden.  I  am 
endeavouring  to  send  them  some  Clothing  and  Stores,  but  find  great 
difficulty  in  procuring  Waggons  I  have  waited  on  Governor  Jeffer- 
son at  Richmond  and  no  plan  can  be  fallen  upon  to  get  them  here. 
I  beg  leave  to  propose  to  your  Excellency  to  have  provided  as  soon 
as  Possible  four  or  five  Close  cover'd  Waggons  with  good  horses 
and  Drivers,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  clothing  and  Stores  to 
Camp,  they  may  then  be  sent  regular  and  Safe  from  Wet  or  Plun- 
der from  which  the  greatest  Care  on  my  part  (hitherto  could  not 
prevent 

Unless  this  method  is  adopted  there  is  no  probability  of  sending 
even  the  stores  I  now  have  on  hand  to  the  Troops  who  are  in  a  dis- 
tressed situation.  The  whole  of  their  Baggage  lost  not  even  the 
Officers  have  a  change  of  linnen.  Inclos'd  is  a  return  of  what  I  have 
on  hand  to  send  them.  Likewise  a  list  of  the  officers  who  have 
Receiv'd  from  me  the  Money  advanced  by  the  State.  The  Rapid 
March  of  the  Troops  in  a  country  where  no  post  is  establish'd  put  it 
out  of  my  power  to  send  it  sooner.  The  Balance  of  the  Specie  I  have

out  for  the  Officers.  I  am  Sorry  to  inform  you  that  I  lost  a  Waggon 
taken  by  the  Enemy  on  the  Retreat  from  Camden  in  which  was 
about  half  a  barrel  of  Tea  Twenty  odd  y"^^  broad  cloth  about  Sixty 
y"^  Irish  linnen  and  Brittanees  with  a  good  deal  of  Other  damag'd 
clothing  and  the  Greatest  part  of  my  papers  and  Vouchers  which 
will  embarrass  me  much  in  Settling  my  accounts.  Capt.  Gassaway 
the  bearer  of  this  who  is  on  Parole  will  give  a  list  of  the  prisoners 
and  other  particulars  respecting  our  Troops.

Forage  for  an  Army  of  fifteen  thousand  Men  for  six  months  to  the 
Southward;  and  that  two  thirds  of  the  Flour  and  Beef  required 
from  the  State  of  Maryland  by  the  Resolution  of  the  25  of  February 
last,  are  to  be  retained  in  that  State  for  the  above  Purpose,  and 
stored  at  some  safe  &  convenient  Places  on  or  near  navigable  Water. 
You  will  also  observe  the  Measures  Congress  have  adopted  & 
recommended  by  the  Acts  enclosed  for  reinforcing  the  Southern 
Army;  and  that  the  State  of  Maryland  are  earnestly  requested  to 
complete  &  forward  to  the  Southern  Army  her  Quota  of  regular 
Troops  as  formerly  ascertained 

It  is  presumed  your  Excellency  must  have  received  a  return  of 
the  Number  lost  in  the  Maryland  Line,  in  the  Action  near  Cambden 
on  the  16.  Ulto.  I  am  happy  to  find  from  late  Accounts,  the  Loss 
is  not  so  great  as  we  had  reason  to  fear.

In  consequence  of  this  order,  I  shall  set  out  the 
men  tomorrow  M^  under  Cap*  Murdoch,  &  proceed  myself  im- 
mediately to  Morris  Town  to  secure  &  forward  on  the  Cloathing 
there.  This  Business  appears  to  me  to  be  of  such  Importance,  that 
a  failure  would  involve  the  total  Ruin  of  the  Regiment,  have  there- 
fore been  induced  rather  to  attend  to  it  myself,  than  to  depend  upon 
others.  The  Board  of  War  have  advised  me  to  march  the  men  to 
the  Head  of  Elk,  &  there  retain  them,  until  I  can  get  them  cloathed. 
In  this  Step  I  flatter  myself  I  shall  have  your  Excellency's  Concur- 
rence. I  have  an  absolute  Order  for  450  Coats,  Jackets  &  wollen 
overalls.  Shoes,  Shirts  &  Hats,  shall  obtain  Tents  in  a  few  Days 
with  every  necessary  Camp  Equipage 

Since  my  Arrival  at  this  City  I  have  lost  upwards  of  fourteen 
men  by  Desertion,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  leave  upwards  of  20  in  the 
Hospitals,  with  these  I  shall  also  leave  an  Officer.  The  Desertions 
were  unavoidable  Privater's  men,  paint  such  golden  Prospects,  that 
is  not  to  be  wondered  that  the  men  have  been  seduced  from  their 
Duty.  Whilst  I  lament  the  Loss,  I  have  the  pleasing  Reflection,  that 
the  Landing  the  men  was  in  consequence  of  an  absolute  Order  froin 
the  War  Office,  &  that  every  precaution  in  my  Power  has  been  used 
to  prevent  the  Consequences  that  have  flowed  from  that  Order. 
I  hope  I  shall  at  least  Stear  clear  of  Censure.  I  have  obtained  an 
Proclamation  from  Governor  Reed.    I  have  searched  every  Vessell

I  beg  leave  to 
observe  that  it  is  contrary  to  practice  of  the  Enemy  to  suffer  our 
Flags  of  Truce  to  refit  in  any  Port  in  their  possession;  as  there 
was  no  older  officer  in  this  Place  I  have  accommodated  my  Conduct 
to  their  customs,  in  respect  to  M''  Masters,  who  has  a  number  of 
Acquaintances  in  this  place  of  no  very  amiable  discription  I  have 
therefore  ordered  him  to  remain  on  board  his  Vessel  and  have 
prohibited  his  communicating  with  any  Person  except  through  the 
mediation  of  the  commissary  of  Prisoners.  M*"  Hughs  has  no 
British  Prisoners  here  and  thinks  that  it  would  be  advisable  if  Y*" 
Excell''  approves  of  it ;  to  give  him  with  his  Vessel  a  Pass  Port  to 
Virginia  where  he  may  obtain  a  number  of  Prisoners  sufficient  to 
Exchange  those  which  he  brought : 

Unless  he  obtains  this  pass  Port  and  Prisoners  he  cannot  with- 
out the  miraculous  intervention  of  Providence  Regain  his  Port  as 
he  has  with  a  force  peculiar  to  himself  brought  but  one  man  with 
him  to  navigate  a  large  Burmudian  Sloop

M*"  Hollingsworth  &  sent  to  Elk  &  several  of  the  Millers  from  Cecil 
have  been  down  here  to  purchase  Wheat  the  price  of  flour  at  Philad* 
is  £ioo  to  £112:10  p''  O 

M''  Mathews  had  secured  what  flour  was  in  Town  or  in  the 
Mills  contiguous  before  I  had  it  in  my  power  to  buy  any,  his 
purchases  must  amount  to  5  or  600  Barrels  at  least  part  of  which 
is  gone  on  to  Elk. 

The  Country  back  of  this  abounds  in  grain  and  I  am  perswaded 
could  we  wait  until  it  came  regularly  to  Market  &  was  enabled  to 
pay  the  cash  it  might  be  got  on  good  terms  but  am  fearful  to  make 
our  prftsent  great  necessities  known  or  ride  about  to  the  Millers  & 
farmers;  in  the  Country  will  be  a  certain  way  to  raise  the  price  &  not 
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answer  the  purpose  of  an  immediate  supply  this  is  my  own  opinion  September 
which  I  take  the  Hberty  of  giving  freely  but  at  the  same  time  will  ^^ 
chearfully  obey  your  directions  on  this  head,  I  doubt  there  will  be 
but  little  provision  paid  on  the  Tobacco  Tax  in  this  county 

I  cannot  yet  say  how  the  new  Money  will  go  down  with  the  people 
but  have  my  doubts  especially  on  its  first  tryal  the  Collectors  in  this 
County  have  not  yet  done  any  thing  except  in  Town  which  may  be 
one  reason  why  no  wheat  is  now  coming  to  Market 

P.  S.  M*"  Donnellan  is  intirely  out  of  Meat  to  Issue  at  this  Port 
&  has  called  on  me  for  a  supply  which  suppose  I  must  provide  for 
him  He  has  an  acco*  paid  for  coopering  &  labour  &  a  rising  on 
flour  he  rec*^  &  shipp'd  away  lately  which  he  is  desirous  I  should  pay 
&  believe  he  cannot  well  afford  to  lay  out  of  the  money  please  give 
me  direction  concerning  both  these  matters.

Sir    On  the  3*^  Ins'  I  had  Advice  that  upwards  of  two  hundred  Brown  Book 
Torys  Intended  to  Attack  me  the  next  day,  I  immediately  marched  No.  8 
with  53  Men,  which  is  all  I  cou'd  get,  on  the  4'''  in  the  morning  I  No.  4 
surprised  A  party  of  45  men,  which  I  mistook  for  the  main  body; 
I  killed  and  wounded  all  but  15,  which  Escaped,  I  then  marched 
immediately  to  Attack  the  main  body,  which  I  met  about  3  miles 
in  full  march  towards  me,  I  Directly  attack'd  them.  And  put  them 
to  flight  (though  they  had  200  men)  And  got  into  an  Impassible 
Swamp  to  all  but  Torys,  I  had  one  man  wounded  in  the  first  action 
And  then  in  the  second,  and  two  Horses  killed ;  finding  it  impossible 
to  come  at  them,  I  returned  to  Camp,   the  next  day  I  was  informed 
they  all  Disperst.  on  the  fifth  I  was  Joined  by  about  60  men ;  I  then 
throughed  up  a  small  redoubt,  to  secure  my  camp  from  being  sur- 
prised by  the  Torys,  should  they  again  collect. 

On  the  7*  I  crossed  P.  D.  and  Lynches  Creek  with  one  hundred 
men  50  to  secure  my  Camp  and  the  river;  to  attack  a  party  of  regu- 
lars And  militia,  said  to  be  150,  which  was  in  Williamsbourg  town- 
ship, a  Burning  all  the  Houses  of  their  men  who  had  Joined  me; 
when  I  had  got  to  indian  Town,  Capt  James  who  I  had  sent  to 
reconiter  the  Enemy,  meet  me;  he  had  taken  a  Prisoner  belonging 
to  Col°  Ferguson  riffle  reg'  by  whom,  I  learnt  that  they  was  200 
British,  and  a  number  of  Torys,  &  that  Major  Whims  with  200 
men,  was  to  Join  them  that  night,  they  was  seen  after  dark  on  their 
march,  and  by  an  Orderly  book  taken  with  an  officers  baggage, 
with  the  Above  Prisoner,  I  found  their  Intention  was  to  remove  me, 
and  to  proceed  to  the  Chasases ;  I  also  had  Intelligence  that  200  men, 
part  regulars,  had  arrived  in  George  Town  from  Lanter;  which, 
Obliged  me  to  return  to  my  camp,  which  I  did  that  day,  the  8"" 
I  had  Intelligence,  that  they  Major  Whimes  had  crossed  Linches 
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September  Creek  come  on  my  front,  &  those  in  George  Town  had  crossed  black 
B      n  B  ^k  '''^^'"  ^'^^  Wharry,  to  follow  my  rear ;  the  Torys  which  I  had  lately 
No.  8  Disperst  was  collecting  on  my  right,  which,  would  have  compleatly 
Letter  surrounded  me  and  cut  off  my  retreat;  which  Obliged  me,  to  Re- 
treat to  this  place,  with  60  men,  the  rest  Left  me  to  see  after  their 
family;  which  had  their  Houses  burnt;  they  have  burnt  a  number 
of  Houses  on  black  river,  Linches  Creek  and  Wanaman,   I  shall 
remain  here  until  I  here  from  you ;  or  I  have  an  Opportunity  of  doing 
somethine.

fact;  which  the  said  Argol  afterward  confessed  he  was  guilty  of, 
and  for  which  reason  particularly  I  sold  him.  Sometime  after  I

Gentlemen  I  have  been  so  difficulted  in  managing  the  Horses 
sent  me  by  the  Commissionrs  of  the  several  Counties,  that  I  really 
wished  your  advice  and  directions  tho  have  not  had  leisure  to  apply 
for  either,  the  difference  of  Opinion,  in  the  Officers  of  the  United 
States,  who  are  to  receive  the  Horses  from  me,  and  the  County 
Commissioners,  who  purchase  (and  receive  them  of  the  Nonjurers) 
are  so  great,  that  it  is  hard  for  me  to  act,  as  a  (go  between)  between 
them,  on  the  one  side,  the  United  States  Officer  think  the  horses  and 
waggons  ought  to  be  entirely  Compleat  without  spot  or  blemish, 
each  Horse  five  years  old,  and  the  waggons  new  (on  the  other) 
The  County  Commissioners  appear  to  have  received  horses  without 
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September  making  the  least  Discrimination  as  to  their  age,  Size,  state  of  flesh 
'7  or  eye  sight.  Of  a  hundred  sent  to  Philadelphia  I  saw  Eighty  odd 
sent  out,  to  Pasture  (on  friday  last  to  the  Meadows  near  the  City) 
and  of  above  a  hundred  I  have  here,  I  fear  there  wont  be  twenty 
received,  tho  I  have  rejected  above  forty,  and  sent  them  back,  what 
I  am  to  do,  with  the  remainder,  am  really  at  a  loss  for,  which  your 
Excellency  &  Honors  will  please  to  direct  me  in. 

Inclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  letter,  I  have  sent  to  some  of  the  County 
Commissioners,  by  which  you  will  see  my  opinion  as  fully  as  I  can 
give  it.  Please  to  advise  me  as  soon  as  Possible,  whither  I  am  to 
Vendue  the  Horses  or  what,  as  they  have  eaten  all  the  Forage  at 
the  Post. 

I  have  been  at  Philad^  and  am  inform'd  that  the  charges  against 
me  are  gone  forward,  to  Your  Excellency  &  Honors  and  I  shou'd 
have  attended  immediately  had  not  I  been  acquainted  by  the  Treas- 
ury Board,  that  they  expected  my  attendance  on  them.

they  must  be  young  and  stout,  or  they  will  not  be  received.  If  they 
should  they  will  only  deceive  us,  as  our  men  have  done,  fifty  of 
the  New  Regim*  are  now  in  the  Hospital  and  a  number  have 
Deserted.  I  am  very  unhappy  in  being  obliged  to  return  the  Horses 
and  more  so  to  reflect  on  the  Partiality  of  the  Leuts  and  Commis- 
sioners to  their  respective  Counties,  to  the  Prejudice  of  this  State 
and  the  United  States,  is  it  Possible  to  suppose,  that  such  men  and 
such  Horses  will  be  either  able  or  willing  to  fight  our  battles  (I 
answer  it  is  not)  and  they  are  deceiving  themselves  and  the  United 
States  that  offer  such  Imposture.  I  am  unhappy  thus  to  Expostu-

Coats  I  have  obtained  at  Sukkysunny  [Succasunna]  20  miles  beyond 

Morris  Town,   they  are  of  the  best  Quality;  most  of  them  Brown  & 

red,  lined  thro  with  twilled  Wollen.   Overalls  not  being  attainable,  I 

drew  in  their  stead  Leather  Breeches  &  Stockings  both  of  an  excellent 

Quality.   Vests  I  expected  to  have  procured  at  Trenton,  but  to  my 

great  mortification  they  weie  all  forwarded  to  Camp  &  issued  out. 

some  indeed  there  were  at  Newberg,  about  100  miles  beyond  Morris 

Town,  but  I  conceived  the  Distance  joined  with  the  Roughness  of 
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the  Road,  would  render  it  impossible  to  transport  them  from  that  September 
Place  in  any  reasonable  Time,  indeed  it  was  with  the  greatest  dif-  '^ 
ficulty  I  could  procure  Waggons  to  bring  the  others  from  Sukky 
scenny,  the  Quarter  Masters  having  nothing  nor  Teems,  nor  Credit. 
The  Cloathing  obtained  at  Sukkysunny  I  saw  packed  up  &  ready 
to  put  into  the  Waggons,  which  were  on  their  way  to  receive  them 
under  the  Direction  of  Cap*  Lieu*  Shephard.  The  remaining  part  of 
the  Cloathing,  I  am  to  get  here,  I  am  determined  not  to  stir  till  1 
effect  it.  Promises  I  can  get  by  Wholesale,  but  if  satisfied  with  them 
that  would  be  all.  No  Tents  can  possibly  be  procured,  the  Idea  of 
the  Hardships  our  poor  Soldiers  must  encounter  in  a  Southern 
Climate,  if  unsheltered  must  excruceate  the  Bosom  of  Humanity 

Sensible  I  am  that  your  Excellency  &  the  honourable  Council 
will  use  your  utmost  Exertions  to  prevent  the  Calamity  It  is  the 
Business  of  your  Soldiers  to  bear  every  Distress  without  repining 
when  your  Service  &  the  Interest  of  their  Country  demands  it, 
but  their  Feelings  will  impel  them  to  look  up  to  you,  as  the  kind 
Smothier  of  the  rugged  Paths  of  military  Life. 

I  obtained  prier  to  my  Journey  after  Cloathing  an  order  for  all 
kinds  of  Camp  Equipage  I  received  all  except  Canteens,  these  I

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  your  Excellency  the  information. 
I  have  mentiond  it  to  the  Commissioners  they  know  not  how  to 
prevent  it. 

Our  Clark  refuses  taking  the  new  money  for  Ordinary  Licences 
therefore  I  have  no  hope  of  passing  one  Shilling.  The  Taxes  & 
duties  I  expected  w'*^  give  the  money  some  Credit.

D*"  Sir  We  have  in  this  County  for  a  considerable  time  past  been 
alarmed  by  Vessels  of  the  Enemy  composed  of  some  Boats  and 
small  Sloops.  Maj''  Ign^  Taylor  House  on  Wiccocomaco  they  the 
other  day  plundered  of  all  they  could  take  aw^ay  with  them  the 
ballance  they  wantonly  distroyed.  They  have  likewise  plundered 
M""  Rob'  Armstrongs  House  at  Point  Lookout,  &  have  taken  many 
negroes  together  with  stock  from  different  parts  of  the  County. 
In  short  they  are  a  pack  of  the  most  abandoned  Fellows  that  ever 
hath  molested  us.  They  are  now  in  Potomack,  and  its  more  than 
probable  will  do  considerable  dammage  before  they  leave  us.  Their 
force  from  the  best  information  I  can  collect  is  but  trifeling,  and 
in  my  opinion  reflects  disgrace  on  this  State,  to  let  them  pass  un- 
molested I  have  been  informed  they  have  done  considerable  damage 
to  many  Gentlemen  on  the  Virginia  side  of  Potawmack.  We  are 
in  this  County  the  most  exposed  to  them  of  any  Co'^  in  the  State 
without  its  being  in  our  power  to  protect  ourselves  for  the  want  of 
arms,  not  more  than  fifty  of  these  Guns  the  property  of  the  State 
sent  here  will  make  a  tolerable  shift.  I  have  so  frequently  given  my 
opinion  of  them  that  I  should  not  now  mention  them  if  the  People 
of  the  County  did  not  urge  me  to  it  by  their  complaints.  If  those 
that  were  here  unfit  for  service  were  properly  sold  to  the  People 
of  the  County  they  I  am  Satisfied  would  do  their  endeavours  to 
get  them  repared,  which  would  be  making  them  contribute  to  the 
defence  of  the  State.

Army  must  be  indeed  distressing.  Measures  were  taken  more  than 
twelve  Months  ago  for  the  Importation  of  Cloathing  &  other  Neces- 
saries for  the  Army  &  we  were  taught  to  expect  their  Arrival  in  the 
Alliance  Frigate  but  from  Causes  with  which  we  are  unacquainted 
that  Vessell  is  arrived  &  has  brought  none  of  the  Articles  expected 
but  a  few  Arms  &  some  Ammunition  as  we  have  been  informed. 
It  is  now  said  that  the  Cloathing  is  to  come  in  the  Ariel  under  the 
Conduct  of  Capt  J.  Paul  Jones  whose  Arrival  is  daily  expected. 
But  so  many  Disappointments  have  turned  up  in  the  Course  of  this 
Business  that  we  submit  to  your  Excellency  &  the  Hon'"'^  Council 
whether  it  will  not  be  most  prudent  for  every  State  to  make  Provi- 
sion as  if  no  Dependence  was  to  be  placed  on  foreign  supplies.  The 
Board  will  do  all  in  their  Power  but  the  Means  of  Purchasing  must 
be  furnished  by  Congress  &  as  we  have  not  had  those  Means  we 
presume  it  be  out  of  the  Power  of  Congress  to  furnish  them.

The  Wheat  purchased  of  Col'  Hemsley  and  M''  Paca  I  have  agreed 
with  Col'  Hemsley's  Miller  to  manufacture  at  his  Mill.  He  deliver- 
ing me  112  lbs  Nett  Flour  for  every  three  Bushels  of  wheat  when 
done  will  immediately  send  it  to  Annapolis.  The  Wheat  purchased 
of  M""  Bordley  lies  in  Kent  County,  and  being  very  convenient  to 
the  Head  of  the  Bay,  I  have  ordered  it  to  the  direction  of  Col'  Yeates. 
Wheat  has  risen  here  to  £25  and  unless  I  have  your  orders  to  give 
the  same  Price,  there  will  be  no  probability  of  my  getting  any  more.

Neare  12  a  Clock,  in  which  time  they  Burn'd  a  new  briggentine  of 
Mess"'^  Rob*  Dashiell  &  my  one.  a  Vesel  Belonging  to  M''  James 
Shaw  one  Vesel  Belonging  to  One  Traver:  and  hove  down  a  New 
Vessel  of  Prichet  Willeis  that  was  Building  and  Distroy'd  all  the 
Tools  the  poore  man  had  &  did  him  much  more  Damage,  they  Left 
One  new  Vesel  on  the  Stock  &  a  sloop  Belonging  to  one  M""  Hopkins 
&  I  Cant  heare  that  they  Ignord  any  one  else  at  that  place  Except 
taking  away  some  negroes,  after  this  they  went  down  the  river  3  or  4 
miles  to  Col°  John  Henry's  whare  they  gave  a  Specimen  of  their 
savage  Disposition,  they  Broke  all  the  Glass  in  his  house  all  the 
Dores  his  Clock  Broke  up  all  his  Flores  and  puled  up  all  his  Wind- 
scut.  Broke  his  Still  Started  all  his  Sider  &  Brandy  &  did  him  a  grate

My  inattention  how-  No.  26 
ever  to  that  circumstance,  I  hope  was  not  of  Great  consequence.  No.  52 
The  counties  of  Somerset  &  Worcester  are  at  this  time  invaded  on 
every  quarter  by  the  Enemy's  Cargos  and  tenders,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants plundered  in  the  most  shamefull  manner  of  every  species  of 
Property  worth  taking  nor  can  the  Militia  prevent  their  depreda- 
tions in  many  parts  contiguous  to  the  water  &  accessible  to  their 
Vessels.  On  Sunday  night  last  two  or  three  barges  on  board  of 
which  were  30  or  40  Saylors  Tories  &  negroes,  came  up  Nanticoke 
river  as  far  as  Vienna,  Burnt  Several  valuable  vessels,  and  plundered 
the  inhabitants  on  the  river  of  their  Slaves  and  Valuable  Effects;

The  Libel  of  Thomas  Sollers  Naval  Officer  of  the  Port  of  Balti- 
more who  Prosecutes  as  well  for  himself  as  the  State  of  Maryland 
Humbly  sheweth  that  on  the  day  of  October  in  the  year  of 

our  Lord  one  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty  at  the  Port 
of  Baltimore,  within  the  lurisdiction  of  this  Honourable  Court 
Sixteen  Barrels  of  Bread,  and  Fifteen  Barrels  of  Flour  were  Laden 
on  Board  of  the  Sloop  Experiment  Leigh  Master  Owner  in  order  to

And  the  said  Thomas  Sollers  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  State 
by  his  Libel  further  shews  to  your  Honour  that  on  the  day  and  year 
aforesaid,  at  the  Port  of  Baltimore  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  this 
Court,  he  the  said  Thomas  Sollers  did  Take  and  Seize  as  lawful! 
Prize  the  Sloop  Experiment  Together  with  her  Furniture,  Takle, 
Apparel  and  Cargo  Consisting  of  Fifteen  Barrels  of  Flour,  sixteen 
Barrels  of  Bread,  Four  Barrels  of  Apples  one  Clock  &c  which  said 
Sloop  Furniture,  Takle,  Apparel  and  Cargo  then  was  the  Property 
of  Leigh  Masters,  and  Sundry  other  persons  Subjects  of  the  King 
of  Great  Brittain,  and  Enemies  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  Wherefore  the  said  Thomas  Sollers,  Prays  that

No.  7       Sir    Permit  me  thro'  your  Excellency  to  remind  Congress  about 

No.  58  the  Supplies  of  our  Army  which  gives  me  much  real  concern  and 

uneasiness,  they  are  not  fed  from  day  to  day,  and  scarcely  a  week 

has  past  this  three  months  that  they  have  not  been  one  or  two  days 

wanting  either  Bread  or  Beef. 

Your  Magazines  are  now  destitute  of  Flour,  Bread,  Beef,  Pork, 
Fish,  Salt,  Rum  and  none  upon  the  continent  to  my  knowledge  can 
furnish  one  days  Supply.  The  States  of  New  hampshire  and  Massa- 
chusetts bay  are  our  principal  dependence  for  Beef,  the  French 
being  stationed  at  Rhode  island  has  deprived  the  Agent  of  that  State 
from  giving  any  Assistance ;  indeed  he  is  hard  put  to  it,  to  find  the 
continental  troops  on  that  station  &  the  State  officers  of  Connecticut 
told  his  Excellency  Gen'  Washington  at  Hartford  that  lit[tle]  could 
be  expected  from  that  State.  I  have  no  relief  from  the  State  of  New 
York  for  the  main  [army]  they  have  not  been  able  to  furnish 
their  frontier  [posts]  with  beef.  I  have  had  frequent  applications 
for  supplies  and  they  have  actually  had  two  or  three  hundred  head 
of  Cattle  from  the  Com^^  of  Massachusetts  bay.  Jersey  can  furnish 
but  little  Beef  and  not  a  large  quantity  of  flour,  their  quota  of  sup- 
plies must  be  furnished  between  this  and  the  first  of  J[anuary?]  I 
believe  there  is  not  above  one  quarter  of  the[ir  supply]  of  meat  due. 
Pensylvania  as  yet  have  delivered  very  little  flour,  no  salt  nor  do  I 
know  of  their  having  any  Cattle.  Sickness  prevented  my  going  to  the 
State  of  Delaware  &  Maryland,  therefore  can't  inform  you  what  is 
done  in  those  places.  The  enclosed  copies  of  Letters  will  shew  you  the 
situation  of  the  southern  department.  Major  Forsyth  my  deputy  I 
expect  him  every  moment  who  will  give  you  further  information 

All  the  Garrisons  and  posts  in  the  middle  department  are  desti- 
tute of  provisions,  and  no  means  in  my  power  of  relieving  them. 
The  season  is  now  advanced  and  passing,  in  which  quantities  of  beef 
ought  to  be  procured  and  laid  in  at  those  places,  otherwise  the  troops 
must  disband  for  want  of  subsistance. 

I  am  distressed  to  think  how  the  Army  is  to  be  kept  together  thro' 
the  winter,    it  will  be  impossible  without  large  quantities  of  Beef 
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is  laid  in  upon  the  North  River  contiguous  to  West  point,  and  at  the  October  17 
Magazines  in  Jersey,  there  is  a  very  poor  prospect  at  present,  as  the  ^^  ^°°^ 
daily  support  of  the  Army  leaves  none  for  that  purpose.   The  sup-  Letter 
plies  of  fresh  meat  must  undoubtedly  fail  in  the  winter,  and  without  ^°-  S8 
large  Magazines  of  salt  meat  are  procured  in  due  time  the  Army 
cannot  be  fed.    those  are  matters  which  require  immediate  consid- 
eration &  if  delayed  may  be  attended  with  the  most  serious  conse- 
quences, which  cannot  be  remedied. 

There  are  large  demands  against  me  since  last  Spring  and  early 
in  the  Summer,  part  for  the  seizure  of  Rum  by  order  of  his  Excel- 
lency Gen'  Washington  at  the  time  when  our  Army  marched  from 
Morristown  against  the  Enemy  [then]  in  Jersey,  which  he  gave 
me  express  Orders  to  settle  and  pay  for.  All  the  persons,  re- 
ceivers of  cattle  and  Butchers  who  are  in  my  employ  with  the  Army, 
have  received  no  pay  since  my  entering  upon  the  business  of  the 
department,  those  with  the  former  sums  will  amount  to  two  hun- 
dred thousand  pounds,  which  I  beg  &  request  Congress  to  enable 
me  to  pay,  without  which  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  stay  in 
Camp. 

Since  the  month  of  July  and  last  of  September  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Army,  and  Garrison  of  West  point  there  has  been  seized  from 
Sundry  persons  above  twelve  thousand  Gallons  of  rum,  and  orders 
and  Certificates  given  upon  me  for  payment,  the  people  are  very 
importunate  for  their  money  and  give  me  great  trouble.  What  can 
I  do  with  them  under  present  circumstances  ?  The  want  of  rum  in 
the  Army  causes  great  uneasiness  among  the  soldiery  more  particu- 
lar when  there  is  the  least  scarcity  of  provisions  and  the  consequence 
of  not  having  a  regular  supply,  causes  seizures  and  those  generally 
at  thirty  or  forty  p  cent  above  the  price  it  might  be  procured  at.

and  while  lying  at  Ankor  in  the  Bason  at  Baltimore,  some  person 
or  persons  unknown.  Stole  and  took  away  his  long  Boat.  That 
getting  in  a  New  Mast  &"  hath  been  the  only  means  of  detaining 
him  longer  than  he  expected,  or  even  intended.  As  soon  as  the 
Vessel  was  fitted  your  Memorialist  applied  to  Daniel  Hughes  Esq'' 
commissary  of  Prisoners,  who  at  Two  several  Times,  order'd  on 
board  the  Flagg  Ten  prisoners  to  return  to  Providence  with.  Your 
Memorialist  asked  M""  Hughes  how  much  provisions  he  wou'd  be 
allow'd  to  take  for  the  said  Ten  prisoners,  and  his  people,  who 
replied,  that  your  Memorialist  must  have  a  full  sufficiency,  but  did 
not  direct  the  quantity,  your  memorial'  begs  leave  to  remark,  that 
he  expended  a  large  quantity  of  Provisions,  in  bringing  the  Thirty 
three  prisoners  from  Providence,  which  cost  hirn  there  upwards  of 
one  Hundred  Guineas,  for  which  he  has  not  been  reimbursed,  nor 
received  any  Satisfaction.  The  great  uncertainty  in  what  Time 
your  Memorial'  wou'd  be  in  making  the  intended  Voyage  (having 
once  been  upwards  of  five  Weeks  from  the  Capes  to  Providence) 
ventured  to  give  orders  to  his  man,  that  had  the  care  of  his  Vessel, 
to  take  in  Ten  Barrels  of  Ship  bread,  of  one  hundred  pounds  each, 
Fourteen  Barrels  of  Flour,  one  Hogshead  &  one  Barrel  of  Beef, 
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besides  three  Barrels  of  Apples,  three  Barrels  of  Cyder,  about  October  28 
Twenty  pounds  weight  of  Butter,  six  small  Gammons,  fourteen 
Tongues,  and  one  Box  of  Soap,  also  about  Two  Tons  of  Pigg  Iron 
for  Ballast,  every  of  the  said  Articles  (Soap  &  Tongues  excepted) 
your  Memorialist,  had  brought  from  his  own  Plantation.  The  man 
who  had  the  charge  of  the  Vessell,  having  many  Errands,  on  shore 
about  the  Vessell's  materialls,  directed  one  of  the  Prisoners  (that 
was  to  Act  as  mate)  to  take  in  and  Stow  the  Bread  &  Flour,  it 
appears  upon  searching  the  Vessell,  that  he  had  taken  in  Six  Barrells 
of  Flour  more  than  your  Memorialist  had  directed  to  be  put  on 
board.  That  when  your  memorialist  waited  upon  his  Excellency 
the  Gov''  &  Council,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  (having  lost  or 
mislaid  the  paper)  he  had  directions  to  take  on  board,  Four  Barrels 
of  Flour  &  Four  Barrels  of  Beef,  without  any  mention  of  Bread, 
which  your  Memorialist  apprehends  was  forgot,  at  that  Time,  did 
not  expect  the  prisoners  wou'd  exceed  five  in  number.  But  on  having 
Ten  prisoners  put  on  board,  was  the  only  reason,  why  your  Mem- 
orialist, order'd  the  Twenty  four  Barrels  of  Bread  &  flour  to  be 
taken  in,  and  the  Quantity  of  Beef  is  not  more  than  what  his  Excel- 
lency the  Gov'  &  Council  &  allowed  for  Five  men.  On  Thursday 
the  26*  of  Oct.  1780  your  memorialist  order'd  the  Sloop,  to  fall 
below  the  Point,  expecting  to  sail  the  next  day :  but  was  stopp'd  by 
Thomas  Sollars  Esq''  the  Naval  officer,  who  told  your  memorialist, 
he  had  information,  that  Eighty  Barrels  of  Provisions  was  on  board 
the  Flagg  and  on  searching  the  Hold  he  told  your  Memorialist, 
that  he  had  counted.  Thirty  Barrels  of  Bread  &  Flour,  upon  which 
he  order'd  the  Flagg  sloop  along  side  of  a  Vessell,  commanded  by 
a  certain  Cap''  Allen,  &  believes,  he  gave  him  charge  of  her,  for 
on  Friday  the  27'''  of  Oct.  1780  in  the  morning,  the  said  Cap"  Allen, 
sent  his  Hands  &  took  away  the  long  Boat,  from  the  said  Flagg  and 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  Thomas  Sollars  Esq''  in  C°  with 
M''  Askquith  (his  Deputy)  &  the  said  Cap"  Allen,  came  on  board 
the  Flagg,  and  made  a  formal  seizure,  put  the  broad  Arrow  upon, 
and  intirely  disposessed  your  Memorialist  of  her,  and  remanded  the 
prisoners  back  to  Gaol,  researched  Her,  to  see  if  every  thing  was 
in  the  same  State  as  the  preceeding  night  on  overhauling  the  Hold, 
Two  negro  men,  was  found  there  concealed,  how,  or  when  they 
came  on  board,  is  intirely  unknown  to  your  memorialist,  as  will 
appear  by  his  Affidavit,  hereto  annexed.  Your  Memorialst  humbly 
hopes,  that  his  Excellency  the  Gov''  his  Council  &  the  Honourable 
Senators  &  delegates  will  take  this  matter  into,  their  most  serious 
consideration  and  when  they  are  convinced  of  the  great  expence, 
Risque  &  Trouble,  your  Memorialist  has  been  at,  in  bringing  the 
prisoners  in  perfect  Health  and  safety  from  Providence  to  Balti- 
more, they  will  be  pleased,  as  soon  as  possible  to  give  orders  for  his 
Vessell  and  such  quantity  of  provisions  to  be  restored  to  him,  as 
II 
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October  28  they  may  Judge  sufficient  for  the  intended  Voyage,  as  your  Memor- 
ialists, affairs  at  Providence  require  his  immediate  presence.  And 
further  humbly  hopes  that  any  thing,  that  has  been  done,  thro' 
inadvertinency,  will  not  construed,  to  be  done  with  design  or  inten- 
tion of  Injuring  The  Country,  Your  Memorialist,  having  not  only, 
a  very  considerable  property  in  this  State,  but  has  with  great  Labour 
almost  Perfected  a  Scheme,  that  will,  if  adopted,  be  of  the  utmost 
consequence,  to  the  Welfare  of  this  State  and  the  whole  Continent 
of  America

Befor  me  the  Subscriber  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  said 
County  Voluntarily  came  Legh  Master  and  made  Oath,  that  the

November  9  The  answer  of  Leigh  Master  to  the  Libel  or  Bill  of  Complaint 
of  Thomas  Sollers,  Naval  officer  who  prosecutes  as  well  for  the 
State  as  himself,  saith  that  thirty  three  Americans,  Prisoners  of 
War  whose  Names  are  Specified  in  a  List  annexed  to  the  Passport 
or  safe  Conduct  hereafter  mentioned  were  detained  as  Prisoners 
of  War  in  New  Providence  one  of  the  Bahama  Islands  that  your 
Respondents  friendly  Disposition  towards  America  added  to  his 
Desire  to  relieve  the  said  Prisoners  from  the  Calamities  of  Captivity 
and  the  Importunity  of  some  Americans  residing  in  the  said  Island 
induced  him  to  solicit  John  Maxwell  Esq''  Governor  &  Commander 
in  Chief  of  the  Bahama  Islands  to  grant  a  Flag  of  Truce  to  your 
Respondent  to  Carry  the  said  Prisoners  to  Baltimore  in  North 
America  and  receive  such  British  Subjects  as  should  be  delivered 
in  Exchange  therefor.  That  the  said  John  Maxwell  in  Consequence 
of  your  Respondents  application  on  the  twenty  third  day  of  August 
in  the  Year  Seventeen  hundred  and  Eighty  granted  a  Flag  to  your 
Respondent  for  the  above  Purpose  that  your  Respondent  was  Sole 
Proprietor  of  the  said  Sloop  Experiment  and  at  his  own  private 
expense  fitted  out  the  said  Sloop  and  purchased  Provisions  for  the 
Subsistance  of  the  said  Prisoners  from  new  providence  to  Baltimore 
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and  expended  near  one  hundred  Pounds  Gold  Currency  on  that  November  9 
Account.  That  your  Respondent  with  the  said  Prisoners  on  Board 
the  said  Sloop  Experiment  sailed  from  the  Island  of  New  Provi- 
dence on  or  about  the  twenty  third  Day  of  August  in  the  year  afore- 
said and  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Baltimore  on  or  about  the  fourteenth 
day  of  September  last.  That  it  was  the  Intention  of  your  Respon- 
den  to  Stop  at  Annapolis  and  communicate  the  Business  of  the  Flag 
to  the  Governor  of  the  State  but  your  Respondent  passed  the  said 
Port  of  Annapolis  in  the  night  without  knowing  it  and  was  pre- 
vented by  his  Vessel  being  light  and  having  sprung  her  mast  from 
returning.  That  your  Respondent  on  his  Arrival  at  Baltimore  went 
ashore  and  Carried  his  Flag  &  his  Commission  to  M''  Daniel  Hughes 
Deputy  Commissary  of  prisoners  that  the  American  Prisoners  were 
set  at  Liberty  and  Your  Respondent  Confined  to  the  said  Sloop  by 
the  Order  of  Col°  John  Steward  as  Commanding  a  military  Officer 
then  in  the  said  Town  of  Baltimore  that  your  Respondent  was 
released  from  his  Confinement  &  permitted  to  go  to  Annapolis  to 
represent  the  Business  of  the  Flag  to  the  Governor  &  Council. 

That  the  Governor  &  Council  were  of  opinion  your  Respondent 
had  obtained  a  Flag  of  Truce  from  the  Governor  of  New  Provi- 
dence in  the  Manner  and  for  the  purpose  herein  set  forth  and  per- 
mitted your  Respondent  to  refit  the  said  Sloop  Experiment  and  to 
take  in  three  Barrels  of  Meat  and  three  Barrels  of  Flour  for  the 
Subsistance  of  four  persons  besides  your  Respondent  which  number 
was  deemed  sufficient  to  Navigate  the  said  Sloop  from  Baltimore 
to  New  Providence.  That  your  Respondent  understood  from  the 
Conversation  that  passed  in  Council  at  the  Time  the  said  permis- 
sion was  obtained  that  in  case  your  Respondent  could  procure  British 
Prisoners  in  Exchange  for  the  American  Prisoners  brought  to 
Baltimore  that  he  would  be  allowed  a  further  Quantity  of  Meat  and 
Flour  according  to  the  above  Proportion  of  three  Barrels  of  Meat 
and  three  Barrels  of  Flour  for  every  five  men  taken  on  Broad  the 
said  Sloop  that  M*"  Daniel  Hughes  Delivered  to  your  Respondent 
ten  British  Prisoners  to  be  Carried  to  New  Providence  and  your 
Respondent  took  a  further  Quantity  of  Bread  and  flour  for  the 
Subsistance  that  the  Bread  &  Flour  Shipped  on  Board  the  said  Sloop 
with  the  privity  &  Consent  of  Your  Respondent  and  by  his  Order 
did  not  in  the  whole  exceed  fourteen  Barrels  of  Flour  and  ten 
Barrels  of  Bread. 

That  your  Respondent  has  not  been  reimbursed  any  part  of  the 
sums  of  Money  expended  by  him  in  the  purchase  of  Provisions  for 
the  use  of  the  American  Prisoners  brought  to  Baltimore  nor  allowed 
any  compensation  for  his  Vessel  that  your  Respondent  has  not 
wilfully  Violated  the  Flag  nor  committed  any  Act  which  he  sup- 
posed Contrary  to  the  Intention  thereof  and  if  there  has  been  any 
Irregularity  in  his  manner  of  proceeding.  It  cannot  justly  be  ascribed 
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November  9  to  Design  or  any  Sinister  Motive  in  your  Respondent  Your  Respon- 
dent therefore  prays  that  the  said  Libel  or  Bill  may  be  dismissed  and 
that  the  said  Sloop  Experiment  may  be  restored  to  your  Respon- 
dent and  be  permitted  to  return  to  new  Providence  with  the  British 
Prisoners  he  hath  Received  in  Exchange  according  to  the  Intention 
of  the  Flag.

I  have  Likewise  sent  A  Return  of  Stores  I  have  forwarded  since 
last  fall  I  should  Also  have  sent  A  General  State  of  all  my  Accounts 
but  being  still  in  debt  for  my  Purchase  last  fall  &  not  having  money 
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to  pay  I  cannot  call  on  Millers  and  Others  for  settlements  The  October  28

sum  is  due  me  thereon  therefore  it  cannot  be  thought  I  keep  my  Letter 
Accounts  back  because  of  monies  in  my  hands  Your  Excellency  ^°-  ^^

There  are  not  less  than  300  under  this  descrip- 
tion, within  the  present  year,  who,  after  making  application,  without 
effect,  to  the  Board  of  War,  to  your  Excellency  in  Council,  and  to 
me  as  the  Commanding  Officer  within  this  State,  have  retired  to  the 
different  Counties,  very  much  dissatisfied  and,  I  cannot  help  observ- 
ing, with  very  just  cause. 

This  has  not  only  had  the  unhappy  effect  to  prevent  these  men 
reengaging  themselves,  but  has  Influenced  those  with  whom  they 
Associate  and  are  acquainted.  It  being  the  opinion  of  your  Excel-

Sir    Since  my  Last  Nothing  material  has  occurred  except  a  Great  No.  2 

Letter 
Scarcity  of  Provision.   Col°  Polk  has  not  even  supplied  the  Regular  No.  73 

Troops.  Our  principal  Subsistance  has  been  brought  in  by  Detach- 
ments, which  they  took  from  the  Disaffected  who  have  gone  over 
to  the  Enemy,  and  I  have  now  not  less  than  Two  Hundred  Men 
employ'd  on  that  Duty  which  is  the  only  prospect  of  supplying  the 
Troops  till  the  Late  Provision  Act  for  collecting  the  specific  Tax  in 
Provision  is  more  effectually  carried  into  Execution,  which  I  fear 
at  last  will  not  afford  an  ample  Supply;  in  addition  to  what  Pur- 
chases can  be  made.  Forage  is  also  much  exhausted,  and  cannot 
long  be  procured  for  any  considerable  Force,  Plundering  prevails 
to  an  amazing  Degree  by  Persons  who  go  under  the  Denomination 
of  Volunteers.  Your  Proclamation  restraining  these  infamous  Prac- 
tice, and  offering  Terms  to  the  Tories,  before  they  obtain  Intelli- 
gence of  the  Enemys  Landing  in  Virginia,  might  have  as  I  wrote 
you  before  a  Salutary  Effect.  The  British  two  Days  ago  were 
encamped  at  Lee's  Mill,  said  to  be  fifteen  Miles  below  the  Cross 
Roads.  From  this  place,  Roads  lead  to  the  Westward  Congaree, 
Charles  Town,  and  Camden,  from  which  no  just  Conclusion  can  be 
drawn  of  their  Destination,  or  Views.  I  shall  be  happy  to  see  you 
on  with  the  Continental  Troops  as  soon  as  they  can  be  equipped. 
The  Present  Aspect  of  our  Affairs  seems  inauspicious.  The  Enemy's 
late  Descent  in  Virginia,  together  with  our  defenceless  Situation 
and  want  of  Resources,  is  truely  alarming.  Pray  what  has  become 
of  the  French  Fleet  ?  unless  something  is  to  be  expected  from  them, 
our  Situation  must  become  ineligible.

Rations  p*"  Day,  and  I  have  not  at  this  time  on  hand  more  Provisions 
of  the  meat  kind  then  will  serve  them  one  month  from  this  date, 
and  Dont  see  any  Likelyhood  of  geting  any  more  without  tis  in 
your  Excellencys  Power  to  furnish  me  with  a  sum  of  Continental 
Currency  The  new  Emission  I  brought  from  Annapolis  I  cannot 
pass  any  of  it  in  this  part  of  the  Country,  our  Collector  Cant  pay 
me  any  of  the  order  I  have  on  him  at  this  time  as  he  has  no  money 
in  his  hands,  and  Indeed  he  Expects  when  the  next  assesment  is 
due  that  the  people  will  pay  of  Chiefly  in  Certificates. 

The  winter  is  now  approaching  fast  and  there  ought  at  the  least 
be  one  hundred  Thousand  weight  of  beef  Laid  in  at  this  Magazine 
If  I  had  at  this  time  a  sum  of  money  I  Could  buy  a  great  many 
Cattle,  but  the  Time  for  buying  will  soon  be  over,  the  Purchases 
ought  to  be  Compleated  in  three  weeks  from  this,  I  know  the 
scarcity  of  Money  &  am  sorry  to  ask  it,  but  Necessity  oblidges  me, 
I  Leave  your  Excellency  to  Guess  my  situation  with  this  number 
of  Prisoners  without  Provisions. 

I  am  in  great  Distress  for  Money  to  pay  of  Waggoners  wood 
Cuters  Carpenters,  for  flour  Barrels  and  to  buy  Forage  for  the 
waggon  horses. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I  have  receiv*' 
for  the  Last  Tax  upwards  of  3000  bushels  of  wheat  and  about  4000 
weight  of  Flour,  tis  not  at  this  time  in  my  Power  to  send  an  Exact 
Account,  as  I  have  Two  or  three  Mills  in  the  upper  part  of  this 
County  that  I  have  not  had  an  oppertunity  to  procure  the  returns 
from,  but  shall  send  them  by  the  next  Letter. 

Agreeable  to  Y*"  Excellencys  Request  I  have  bought  Linen  for 
Cap'  Reid  &  his  officers,  and  also  Linen  &  Stockins  for  his  Soldiers.

was  employ'd  until  the  last  and  this  summer  in  which  space  of  time  °" 
His  Excell:  John  Rutledge  Governor  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina which  His  Excell^  Thomas  Bee,  Lieut"^  Governor  of  the  said 
State  well  knows  emploied  me  for  the  use  of  the  Public  to  examine 
in  the  interior  parts  of  the  States  of  South  and  North  Carolinas 
different  sorts  of  Ores  as  Lead,  Copper,  Silver  &'^  in  which  I  was 
very  success  full  in  finding  two  very  rich  Silver  mines  besides  Lead

Militia  on  duty  &  at  such  places  as  appeared  to  be  the  most  neces-  ^°-  -7 
sary,  and  agreeable  to  your  orders  shall  continue  so  long  as  their 
appears  a  necessity.  The  enemy  came  into  Patuxent  River  on  Sun- 
day evening  last  in  force,  from  the  best  Intelligence  I  can  collect, 
three  arm'd  Schooners  one  with  8  and  6  &  one  4  Guns  supposed  to 
be  3  &  4  Pounders  Swivells  &  small  arms,  they  proceeded  up  as  far 
as  Point  Patience  about  4  miles  up  the  River,  and  there  landed  & 
took  possession  of  M''  John  Parrans  house  where  they  brought 
their  Cannon  &  continued  there  till  Tuesday  Morning  Sun  rise  when 
they  Burnt  the  House  &  furniture  &  went  on  board  after  taking 
several  negroes  &  what  stock  they  cou'd  collect,  which  was  but 
little,  &  took  two  Vessells  loaded  with  Tobacco  about  80  hh''^.  they 
then  proceeded  down  the  River  opposite  to  Col  Fitzhughs,  where 
they  sent  a  flagg  on  shore  requesting  a  supply  of  fresh  Provisions, 
that  they  meant  to  do  no  damage  on  shore  if  comply'd  with,  their 
request  was  rejected,  upon  which  they  immediately  Cannonaded  the 
House  &  in  a  short  time  sent  two  Barges  on  Shore  with  about  forty 
men  under  their  Cannon  &  Burnt  the  Colonels  House,  they  then  pro- 
ceeded a  few  miles  out  of  the  River  where  they  still  continue.  I  have 
appointed  Guards  both  on  the  Bay  &  River  &  have  taken  every  pre- 
caution I  can  to  prevent  their  Landing  &  doing  further  mischief.  I 
wou'd  on  their  landing  advised  you  but  Colonel  Fitzhugh  informed 
me  he  had  sent  an  express  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  while  the  enemy  lay  up  the 
River  that  James  Lawder  a  son  of  the  Rev"^  M''  Lawders.  and  a 
Andrew  Willson  formerly  a  Taylor  in  Baltimore  Town,  &  tis  said  an

No.*^5       Sir    Fully  convinced  of  our  inability  to  obtain  the  grand  object  of 
Read  and  the  federal  Union  without  the  vigorous  exertions  of  the  several 
the  osmmit"  States  we  have  thought  it  our  duty  to  make  the  requisitions  con- 
tee  appointed  tained  in  the  enclosed  resolutions ;  and  we  wish  our  constituents  to  be 
^nd°report  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  a  Speedy  and  punctual  compliance, 
on  the  letters  Por  although  by  the  blessing  of  Providence  we  have  been  conducted 
Washington  thus  far  in  a  war  with  a  powerful  and  enraged  Enemy  yet  the  wants 
of  the  present  year  have  not  enabled  us  to  speak  the  language  of 
triumph.   This  indeed  may  be  attributed  to  a  variety  of  causes,  but 
we  cannot  refrain  from  observing  that  the  unpunctuality  of  the 
States  in  their  Supplies  of  men,  money  and  provisions  is  not  one  of 
the  least. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out  their  wants  and  distresses.  They 
are  too  well  known,  too  generally  felt.  Hitherto  the  war  has  been 
carried  on  principally  by  Emissions  of  paper  money,  This  being 
depreciated  and  congress  having  in  compliance  with  the  general 
inclination  and  voice  of  their  constituents  resolved  to  stop  farther 
Emissions,  we  are  compelled  to  call  upon  the  States  for  taxes  and 
specific  supplies. 

An  opinion  seems  to  prevail  that  foreign  loans  can  be  obtained, 
and  we  perceive  with  regret  that  some  are  disposed  to  place  too  great 
reliance  on  this  resourse.  Duty  compels  us  to  be  explicit  with  our 
constituents  on  a  Subject  of  such  interesting  importance.  Every 
efifort  has  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  loans ;  but  with- 
out sufficient  Success  to  justify  a  relaxation  of  our  own  most  vigor- 
ous exertions. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  a  powerful  armed  neutrality  appears  to 
be  formed  in  Europe  determined  to  support  the  freedom  of  Com- 
merce. Should  overtures  of  peace  be  the  result  of  a  convention  of 
the  neutral  powers,  is  it  not  our  Interest,  is  it  not  our  indispensible 
duty  to  be  prepared  for  such  an  Event?  Our  object  is  of  the  greatest 
magnitude  the  security  freedom  &  Independence  of  the  United 
States :  and  experience  evinces  that  no  nation  can  promise  itself  a 
safe  and  honorable  peace,  which  is  not  in  condition  to  maintain  a 
war  with  vigor.  We  are  confident  there  is  no  want  of  ability  in  the 
States  to  do  this.  Can  Arguments  then  be  necessary  to  call  forth 
every  internal  resourse  which  may  contribute  to  put  a  happy  period 
to  the  war  ?  Is  it  not  high  time  to  expel  from  our  country  an  Enemy 
whose  progress  is  marked  with  blood  &  desolation  and  whose  suc- 
cesses inspire  them  only  with  redoubled  vengeance  ? 
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The  Estimates  may  appear  large  but  we  conceive  them  to  be  ab-  November  9 
solutely  necessary.  To  the  utmost  of  our  power  we  have  endeavoured  Nq  7 
to  correct  abuses  in  the  public  expenditures.   We  have  called  for  the  Letter 
aid  of  the  respective  Executives.   Again  we  recommend  this  Essen-     °'  ^ 
tial  object  to  their  attention.   Nothing  on  our  part  shall  be  wanting 
which  may  contribute  to  promote  the  strictest  ecconony  in  dispensing 
the  Supplies  now  required. 

We  have  only  to  add  our  Earnest  desire  that  no  time  may  be  lost 
and  should  the  legislature  of  your  State  not  be  in  Session  on  the 
receipt  of  this  letter  that  it  may  be  immediately  convened.

Stores  as  are  ordered,  I  wish  to  communicate  to  you  my  present 
Situation  in  regard  to  the  Waggon  and  Pack  horse  department; 
on  which  the  bussiness  of  Posts  under  my  care  materially  depends ; 
if  I  don't  mistake  the  matter  in  the  requisition  of  supplys  from  each 
State ;  there  is  required  from  this  State,  in  forage  fifty  six  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifty  two  Bush'^  of  Indian  corn,  and  two  hund'^  Tons 
of  hay ;  I  don't  find  there  is  any  provision  made  by  the  State  to  sup- 
ply the  Hay  after  informing  you  I  can't  gain  or  procure  money  to 
purchase  this  Article  owing  to  the  present  exausted  State  of  the 
Public  funds,  I  am  Possessed  w'^  some  Certificates  under  the  late

Brown  Book       Sir    The  dispatches  which  I  delivered  your  Excellency  from  the 
No.  8  Commander  in  chief  of  the  Armies  of  the  United  States,  and  others 
No.  21  which  I  presume  have  been  forwarded  from  Congress,  will  inform 
you  of  my  appointment  to  the  command  of  the  Southern  Army. 

The  situation  of  which,  from  the  force  of  the  Enemy  and  the 
fugitive  war  which  has  been  carried  on  in  that  quarter  for  some  time 
by  the  Militia,  is  truly  alarming.  The  efforts  which  the  Inhabitants 
are  making  to  prevent  the  further  encroachments  of  the  enemy  de- 
serve the  most  speedy  and  effectual  support  as  well  from  principles 
of  humanity  as  those  of  sound  policy.  Unless  they  are  soon  suc- 
coured and  countenanced  by  a  good  regular  force  their  distresses 
will  inevitably  break  their  spirits  and  they  will  be  impelled  to  recon- 
cile themselves  to  their  misfortune ;  than  which  nothing  can  be  more 
fatal  to  the  happiness  and  independance  of  these  States.  It  is  much 
easier  to  keep  up  an  efifectual  opposition  in  these  States  while  the  tide 
of  sentiment  is  in  our  favour  than  it  will  be  to  secure  the  remaining 
states  from  the  enemies  farther  encroachments  after  these  are  sub- 
dued. There  is  no  alternative  but  base  submission,  or  an  effectual 
prosecution  of  the  war.  The  horrors  of  one  and  the  blessings  which 
will  result  from  the  other  cannot  admit  of  a  moments  hesitation  in 
our  choice.  But  in  vain  shall  we  contend  unless  we  raise,  cloath  & 
equip  a  regular  army.  The  mode  to  effect  this  is  not  for  me  to  point 
out  but  if  a  draft  could  be  once  accomplished,  it  would  damp  the 
hopes  of  the  enemy  more  than  ten  Victories.  Congress  in  order  to 
reduce  our  national  expence,  and  proportion  the  demands  for  men 
[upon  the  several]  States,  to  the  strength  of  the  enemy  &  the  present 
plan  of  the  war,  have  made  a  large  reduction  of  the  Regiments.

with  a  Stick  of  wood,  to  make  a  Fire,  wherewith  to  dress  their 
victuals;  but  told  they  must  look  out,  and  provide  it,  where  they 
cou'd  which  was  the  Reason  of  their  taking  it,  wherever  they  cou'd 
get  it :  If  this  be  the  Case,  Sir,  and  I  am  so  unfortunate,  as  to  fail 
of  Redress,  on  my  late  Application  to  y''self  for  it;  (altho  it  was 
promised  me;)  as  also  to  the  Executive  Power  of  the  State,  whose 
kind  Interposition  in  my  Behalf,  I  requested,  nor  doubted  of  ob-

Sir    It  appears  by  the  last  returns  of  our  Troops  that  the  State  No.  31 

of  Maryland  want  1951  men  to  compleat  their  quota,  agreeable  to 
the  Establishment  made  by  Congress  the  21*'  Ult.  I  beg  leave  to  offer 
you  a  few  thoughts  on  a  plan  for  raising  them  which  I  submit  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Committee  with  every  Sentiment  of  defer- 
ence and  Respect. 

Suppose  the  number  of  Inhabitants  in  the  State  to  be  30,000,  that 
number  divided  into  2000  Classes  will  give  15  men  to  each.  The 
property  in  each  of  these  Classes  to  be  proportioned  as  equal  as 
possible  and  each  Class  call'd  on  to  furnish  One  Man  by  a  fix'd 
period  of  time  for  the  War :  Otherwise  to  be  subjected  to  a  Draught, 
every  Recruit  or  substitute  so  furnished  shou'd  continue  in  his 
Regiment  as  the  representative  of  that  Class  during  the  War,  and 
in  case  of  Death,  Desertion  &'^^  the  Class  whose  representative  he 
was,  shall  furnish  another  in  his  place  on  report  of  the  Commanding 
Officer  who  shall  Transmit  the  name  of  such  soldier  specifying  the 
County  he  did  belong  to  the  Governor  &  Council  of  the  State  who 
shall  require  the  Lieutenant  of  such  County  to  Order  such  Classes 
to  furnish  another  man  within  one  month  from  the  Date  of  such 
requisition  or  become  subject  to  a  Draught  as  afs**  By  this  plan  we 
may  always  count  upon  2000  men  in  the  Field.  Agreeable  to  the 
present  establishment  Five  Commissiond  Officers  &  Five  Drums  & 
Fifes  must  remain  in  the  State  to  Recruit,  those  will  be  constantly 
employ'd  in  adding  to  the  2000  Draughts  by  voluntary  Inlistments, 
and  in  receiving  such  deficiencies  as  the  Lieutenants  of  the  Counties 
may  be  call'd  on  for.  it  will  also  engage  every  man  to  be  equally 
Interested  in  the  success  of  our  Arms,  or  event  of  an  Action,  and 
prevent  the  Iniquitous  practice  of  furnishing  bad  men  for  the  Army, 
in  whose  services  or  Integrity  no  confidence  can  be  placed.  The 
recent  example  of  this  practice  and  its  consequences  are  evident  in 
the  Recruits  raised  for  the  State  Regiment,  as  the  whole  number 
of  Troops  now  in  Service  by  virtue  of  the  last  Draught  amount  to 
no  more  than  381  men,  large  numbers  having  Deserted  immedi- 
ately after  the  acceptance  of  the  Bounty  money  &  perhaps  stand  pro- 
tected even  by  the  Classes  who  furnished  them 

No  abuses  of  this  kind  can  happen  when  each  Class  are  Obliged 
to  continue  their  representative  in  the  Field  as  it  will  effectually 
prevent  the  harbouring  &  concealing  Deserters,  give  respectability 
to  our  line  &  (I  hope)  general  satisfaction  to  the  good  people  of  the 
State 

I  shall  feel  myself  happy  if  in  this  essay  I  have  offerred  any  thing 
worthy  of  your  Approbation.

At  Alexan- 
dria we  were  detained  three  Days  in  paying  off  the  Men  &  allowing 
them  an  opportunity  of  laying  out  their  money,  which  farther  to 
the  South  would  be  of  no  Service.  At  Colchester  which  is  but  one 
short  Day's  march  from  Alex : :  we  were  delayed  near  two  Days  at 
the  Ferry,  the  wind  blowing  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  render  a  Passage 
impracticable  at  Fredericksburgh  new  Difficulties  arose.  From  some 
of  our  Horses  being  jaded  &  being  under  the  Necessity  of  carrying 
four  Day's  Provision,  we  could  not  proceed  without  fresh  one's. 
So  clogged  are  the  Wheels  of  the  Quarter  Master's  Department,  that 
with  all  our  Industry,  we  consumed  three  Days  on  this  Business  & 
were  at  last  obliged  to  march  without  a  full  Supply.  The  Provision 
too  was  not  provided  till  the  last  moment.  From  Freder''  to  Rich- 
mond we  proceeded  without  any  Obstruction,  reaching  it  on  the 
fourth  Day.  Here  the  Commissary  could  not  furnish  us  with  Provi- 
sion to  carry  us  two  Day's  March,  unless  we  halted  a  Day,  till  he 
went  in  the  Country  to  purchase  it.  Necessity  compelled  us  to  do 
it  &  the  next  Day  was  spent  in  crossing  the  Ferry,  which  from  its

till  they  had  my  Approbation  for  doing  it.    Some  of  them  have 

declared  to  me  that  they  were  threathen'd  with  having  their  Goods 

&  Properties  seized  if  they  did  not  Pay  the  28*''  of  this  month. 

Permit  me  Sir,  to  represent  to  your  Excelency  that  in  all  the  french 
west  India  dominions,  the  Americans  settled  there  are  Subjected  to 
no  Personal  taxes,  &  that  the  law  of  retaliation  intitles  his  most 
Christian  majesty's  Subjects  to  the  same  favour  here.  I  am  Con- 
scious that  those  who  have  Bought,  Either  land  or  houses  ought  to 
pay  in  the  same  proportion  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  Country  But 
as  to  their  moveables,  I  think  in  Justice  they  ought  to  be  exempted 
from  any  duty :  Besides  their  number  here  is  so  very  inconsiderable, 
that  it  Can  not  be  of  Great  importance  to  the  State  whether  they  are 
taxed  or  not,  it  may  be  observed  that  that  number  will  probably 
increase,  &  I  sincerely  wish  it.  But  in  that  Case  there  will  probably 
be  some  Agreement  settled  between  his  Majesty's  ministers  and 
those  of  America  in  europe  which  will  fix  imperturbably  the  Privi- 
leges &  Line  of  Conduct  of  valuations.  I  am  even  almost  Certain 
that  this  is  already  done.  Monsieur  de  Sartinne  has  wrote  to  me 
upon  that  Subject  informing  me  that  I  was  promoted  to  Rank  of 
Consul  General  for  his  most  Christian  Majesty  in  this  State  and  the 
four  Southern  ones.  &  that  he  would  soon  send  me  with  my  diploma 
his  General  instructions  Relating  to  that  Agreement. 

I  also  Beg  that  your  Exelency  will  Exempt  the  Subjects  of  France 
from  all  militia  duty  upon  the  same  Principle  of  retaliation,  the 
Americans  were  never  Disturbed  on  that  account  either  in  france  or 
in  the  west  India,  as  the  Commissaries  for  the  taxes  are  to  act  with 
Rigour  on  the  28*  of  this  month,  I  have  directed  the  Gentleman 
Bearer  hereof  to  wait  for  your  Exelency's  answer.

I  take  the  liberty  of  Suggesting  a  few  things  to  your  Excellency 
and  Council  respecting  securing  the  Supplies  in  due  time  which  may 
be  a  real  advantage  to  your  State,  and  to  the  United  States  in 
general. 

Our  Army  will  never  be  properly  fed  until  our  Magazines  afford 
a  Barril  of  well  cured  Salt  Provisions  for  every  Man  who  is  entitled 
to  draw  Rations  to  hold  up  the  Idea  of  feeding  them  with  fresh  Beef 
is  absurd  and  this  Continent  cannot  furnish  it.  there  remains  no 
certain  Method  but  by  using  every  Exertion  in  the  fall  Season,  when 
Grass  Beef  and  Pork  are  plenty,  to  procure  as  largely  as  our  Exigen- 
cies may  require. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  Beef  may  be  salted  up  in  your  State 
at  the  Magazines  pointed  out  by  His  Excellency  General  Washing- 
ton, and  every  advantage  ought  to  be  take  by  the  State  Commis' 
sioner  in  the  Pork  Season  to  secure  as  largely  as  possible  of  that 
usefull  and  necessary  Article  otherwise  the  Monopolizers  &  En- 
grocers  will  have  it  all  bought  up  for  other  purposes  than  for  the 
Army. 

Larger  Magazines  ought  to  be  collected  at  Elk  or  the  Head  of  the 
Bay  which  will  be  convenient  for  either  the  northern  or  Southern 
Army  as  their  Exigencies  may  require,  this  beg  your  Excellency  and 
Council  will  pay  attention  to.

The  Merchants  at  this  place  have  met  with  so  many  losses  of  late 
that  they  are  quite  disheartened  and  indeed  have  not  money  to 
make  purchases,  besides  they  have  a  very  bad  opinion  of  the  Tobacco 
paid  in  for  Taxes  which  is  mostly  from  the  worst  Warehouses 
a  great  deal  of  it  light  and  some  several  years  inspected  therefore  it 
is  not  in  my  power  to  sell  for  near  the  price  you  limitted  except  it 
is  now  &  then  a  few  Hogsh*^^  at  a  time.  I  expect  to  sell  thirty  or 
forty  of  that  at  George  Town  in  a  few  days  provided  the  Gentleman 
can  raise  the  Cash  and  if  I  do,  and  that  sum  will  be  of  any  service 
to  you,  will  send  it  down  if  not  it  could  readily  be  laid  out  here  either 
in  the  purchase  of  Beef  or  Flour 

December  i  [H.  Hollingsworth,  Head  of  Elk,  to  His  Excellency 

the  Governor  in  Council.] 

Gentlemen  According  to  your  letter  of  the  18"^  I  have  waited 
on  Col°  Yeates  with  a  copy  of  your  directions  regarding  the  Cattle 
in  consequence  of  which  he  has  Vouchsaf'd  at  last  to  receive  them, 
I  am  sorry  it  could  not  have  been  done  Sooner  as  notwithstanding 
my  utmost  endeavours  to  keep  them  up  they  had  fallen  off  con- 
siderably there  being  Two  hundred  and  thirty  of  them  which  are 
more  then  could  be  properly  fed,  as  to  the  Horses  that  were  refused 
they  were  sold  on  the  25*  according  to  your  order  of  the  18"^  as 
I  had  advertised  them  from  the  time  I  had  called  on  four  Free- 
holders to  Judge  of  them  (as  p  my  last)  and  as  the  day  cleared 
up  we  had  a  very  good  Sale,  to  assist  which  I  agreed  to  take  State 
money  (which  is  much  out  of  credit  here)  and  also  to  discount  on 
the  Certificates  given  on  account  of  debts  of  this  and  the  United 
States,  this  I  did  to  assist  the  Sales  &  that  the  Creditors  might  have 
the  advantage  of  Buying,  on  a  footing  with  others,  suppose  they 
had  not  the  money  (as  their  Services  merititted  it,)  the  ace*  of 
Sales  I  shall  bring  down  in  a  few  days,  I  now  send  with  the  bearer 
Capt.  Sam'  Winkett  Steer  Teams  the  purchase  of  Capt  Sam'  Gilpin, 
and  one  made  up  of  the  Horses  which  I  picked  out  of  the  refuse 
Horses  purchased  by  this  State,  the  Waggon  and  Gears  bought  by 
myself,  in  order  to  assist  to  draw  feed,  and  Hay  for  the  State  Cattle 
and  Horses  while  at  this  Post,  which  as  they  are  now  removed  hope 
shall  have  no  further  use  for  them,  the  Team  hired  and  sent  me  by 
M''  Sam'  Lee  of  Harford  County  Col°  Yeates  received,  but  since 
returned  as  being  too  Expensive  to  keep  in  continental  Service  I 
have  sent  it  to  Harford  to  M""  Lee  some  days  since,  in  order  that 
any  repairs  might  be  made  that  are  necessary,  and  requested  that 
they  might  be  sent  forward  to  you  as  Soon  as  possible  (as  it  is  a 
good  Team)  all  other  Horses  waggons  &c^  that  I  have  received 
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Except  those  rejected,  and  sold  here,  are  dehvered  to  Col°  Yeates,  December  i 

and  M""  Jacob  Hiltzheimer  A  Q.  M.  in  Philadelphia,  so  that  I  have 

not  now  one  Horse  Except  the  two  Express  Horses,  nor  a  Cow 

or  Bullock  except  three  cattle  part  of  thirteen  which  had  broke  out 

of  my  Inclosures  and  strayed  away  (which  are  recovered)  hope  to 

hear  of  and  procure  the  remainder  of  the  others  soon  in  a  short 

time,  after  which  I  shall  make  it  a  point  to  wait  on  your  Excellency 

and  Honours  with  the  account 

[Jos.  Beall,  Prince  Georges  C'^  to  Gov.  Lee]  December  3 

Sir  I  look  on  it  as  my  duty,  to  inform  you  as  Supreme  Majestrate 
of  this  State,  of  a  commotion  that  hapened  in  the  Town  of  Bladens- 
burgh  a  few  days  ago,  which  it  seems  amounted  to  an  intended  Riot. 
A  number  of  people  it  seems  had  determined  to  duck.  Tar  &  feather 
one  Andrew  Wailes  who  is  a  dealer  in  town,  &  one  whome  the 
people  heretofore  have  seemed  fond  of  dealing  with  (tho  a  person 
who  I  believe  is  no  friend  to  America)  it  seems  they  had  given 
him  notice  to  leave  the  town  such  a  day,  otherwise  he  must  abide  by 
the  consequences :  As  the  man  applyed  to  me  as  a  Majestrate  for 
protection  under  the  Laws  of  the  country  I  went  to  town  the  day 
they  were  to  put  their  threats  in  Execution,  and  with  the  assistance 
of  M'  Henderson  who  he  had  likewise  applyed  to  and  some  other 
persons,  who  were  determined  to  support  our  Bill  of  rights  and  con- 
stitution, prevented  their  puting  their  threats  in  Execution.  I  have 
understood  their  intention  was,  first  to  begin  with  Wailes,  and 
then  to  fall  on  the  Other  Tradeing  people  in  Town.  This  is  occa- 
sioned it  seems  by  the  Exorbitant  prices  they  are  selling  their  goods 
at,  and  Especially  Salt,  which  is  now  selling  at  £200.  p""  Bushell 
and  some  pains  taken  by  the  holders  of  it  to  make  the  people  believe 
it  a  favour  to  let  them  have  it  at  that  price  for  their  money,  as  their 
whole  aime  seems  to  be,  to  sell  it  for  Pork  only,  and  that  at  the  rate 
of  100^  of  pork  p""  Bushell.  I  have  heard  within  this  day  or  two, 
that  in  Alandria  they  talk  of  200**  of  pork  p''  Bushell.  As  pork  is 
likely  to  be  a  scarce  article,  this  is  no  doubt  with  a  view  of  geting 
considerable  Quantitys  in  their  own  hands,  in  Expectation  of  geting 
Great  and  exorbitant  prices  for  it  hereafter  for  the  use  of  our 
Armies.  It  is  amazing  what  strides  some  wretches  will  take  towards 
the  ruin  of  their  country  &  fellow  Citizens,  in  order  to  make  money 
to  themselves. 

I  always  have  and  Ever  shall  look  on  Every  man  who  prefers  his 
own  private  intrest,  to  the  Publick  good,  not  only  as  Enemies  to  their 
country  &  their  own  Posterity;  But,  as  viled  Rotten  members  of 
the  community  to  which  they  belong,  &  that  they  ought  to  be  treated 
as  such,  for  short  the  people  in  general  are  so  opprest  by  those  kind 
of  Monsters  in  Hughman  shape  that  unless  some  Salutary  Laws 
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December  3  are  Speedily  Enacted  &  put  in  force,  to  restrain  them  in  their  Evil 
practices,  it  will  be  out  of  the  power  of  the  civil  Magistrate  to  keep 
up  any  kind  of  Order,  or  decorum  among  the  people 

I  have  been  now  nearly  half  my  time  in  the  Commition  of  the 
peace  for  this  county,  during  which,  and  more  Especially  since  our 
change  of  Government,  I  have  Endeavoured,  as  far  as  my  weak 
abilitys  would  allow  me,  to  Enforce  a  strict  and  due  Execution  to 
the  Laws  of  the  State,  knowing  that  any  country  Whatever,  and 
Especially  in  its  infancy,  a  State  in  which  we  may  look  on  ourselves 
to  be  at  present,  can  no  more  be  supported  without  a  Strict  and  due 
Execution  of  the  Laws  by  which  it  ought  to  be  Governed ;  Than 
the  Natural  body  can  be  supported  without  the  Necessary  food  or 
Aliment  for  its  Nurishment. 

I  have  Ever,  and  always  shall  be  willing  to  do  every  thing  in  my 
power  for  the  good  of  my  countrey.  But  unless  some  more  Effectual 
Laws  are  Enacted  to  put  a  stop  to  those  viled,  oppressive  &  Extor- 
tionate doings  that  are  daily  carrying  on  among  us,  I  must  &  shall 
beg  leave  to  resigne

stand  as  a  deserter  on  the  Maryland  Rolls,  I  have  understood  he 
went  off  in  that  Carriter,  and  is  now  returned,  indeed  I  could  wish

Sirs  I  have  sent  you  i  Waggon  and  gears  with  Nine  horses,  a 
few  Days  past  one  horse  Strayed  or  was  Stolen  from  my  pasture  I 
will  do  all  in  my  Power  to  get  him  again  and  send  him  Down. 
Inclos'd  you  have  an  Order  you  gave  me  on  one  of  the  Collectors 
for  Baltimore.  I  have  since  seen  him  he  tells  me  he  has  none  but 
New  Money,  I  have  been  Inform'd  M""  W™  Cromwell  one  of  the 
Collectors  has  about  Eight  thousand  Pounds  in  his  possession  if  you 
think  proper  to  give  me  an  Order  on  him  I  will  wait  on  him.

Sir  The  inclosed  deposition  I  received  from  Col°  Hooper  the 
^^^  Ins'  with  a  request  from  him  to  apprehend  the  Bearer  Joseph 
Whalland,  who  had  removed  from  the  Island  where  he  formerly 
lived  into  my  neighbourhood.  Whaland  came  to  my  house  this 
morning  and  on  mentioning  the  matter  to  him  declared  his  inno- 
cence, and  willingness  to  appear  before  your  Excellency.  He  re-

of  the  Intercourse  between  us  by  the  Enemy's  Sloops  of  war  for 
some  Time  past,  previous  to  which  they  could  not  have  been  sent 
without  imminent  Hazard  of  falling  into  the  Possession  of  the 
Enemy's  Cruisers  and  Barges,  to  which  we  may  add  the  various  Sorts 
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of  important  Business  which  incessantly  claim  our  Attention ;  no  April  29 
Measures  have  been  taken  for  building  the  Vessels  directed,  owing  to  Liber  No.  78 
our  being  destitute  of  Money,  and  much  of  the  Business  cannot  be 
executed  from  the  same  Cause ;  we  are  pleased  you  abound  Avith  the 
Materials  and  will  very  chearfuUy  place  that  Business  under  your 
Direction  if  you  think  you  can  accomplish  it ;  but  are  apprehensive 
that  the  want  of  Money  an  obstacle  that  impedes  most  of  our 
Measures,  and  will  also  stand  in  your  Way  and  prevent  your  doing 
any  Thing  effectual.

british  Fleets  is  published  in  the  last  Pensylvania  Paper.  We  have 
no  official  Account  of  the  Engagement  between  General  Greene  and 
Lord  Cornwallis  Reports  that  we  think  may  be  relied  on,  say,  that 
the  Action  was  very  severe  and  continued  more  than  an  Hour. 
General  Greene  retreated  thirteen  Miles  from  the  Field  with  the  Loss 
of  four  field  Pieces  and  between  two  and  three  hundred  Men  killed 
and  wounded,  the  Loss  of  the  Enemy  doubled  that  Number  which 
made  it  a  very  dear  bought  Victory.  General  Greene  remainded  at 
the  Place  to  which  he  retreated  three  or  four  Days  expecting  to  be 
attacked;  his  Men  in  full  Spirits  and  desirous  to  renew  the  Battle; 
but  the  Enemy  retired.  We  have  sent  to  the  Lieutenant  of  Kent  the 
Cannon  and  military  Stores  agreeable  to  the  list  enclosed,  one  six 
pound  Field  Piece  and  a  four  pound,  one  hundred  and  fifty  six  pound 
Shot,  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  pound  Shot,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Musquets  and  Accoutrements  compleat,  ten  Barrels  of  musquet  Pow- 
der, one  thousand  flints,  half  a  Ream  of  Cannon  Cartridge  Paper,  two 
Barrels  of  damaged  Powder  for  the  select  Militia  in  their  Exercise.

Liber  No.^78  gy  certain  Intelligence  from  the  Southward  Cornwallis  suffered 
severely  although  he  kept  the  field  and  took  four  Pieces  of  Cannon, 
yet  in  a  Day  or  two  he  retired  towards  Cross  Creek  leaving  our  Sick 
at  Guilford  Court  House  and  his  own  at  new  Garden  about  Seventy, 
recommended  to  General  Greenes  Mercy.

Yours  of  yesterdays  Date,  we  have  received,  and  lament  it  is  not 
in  our  Power  to  supply  the  Militia  with  such  Military  Stores  as  are 
sufficient  for  their  Defence,  and  necessary  to  prevent  the  Depre- 
dations of  the  Enemy.   We  had  sent  and  ordered  to  be  delivered  to 
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April  12  the  Lieutenant  of  Prince  George's  County  one  hundred  and  ninety 
Liber  No.^78  ti^jj-gg  Stand  of  Arms  with  Accoutrements  compleat,  which  is  a  large 
Proportion  of  what  we  have,  but  on  your  AppH cation  and  considering 
the  Spirit  and  Zeal  of  the  Militia  of  Prince  George's  County,  we 
have  gone  beyond  what  is  the  common  Proportion  and  sent  thirty 
Stand  more  with  Accoutrements  and  fifty  Spare  Cartridge  Boxes. 
We  approve  of  arming  thirty  of  the  Militia  to  act  as  Horsemen  and 
think  they  render  very  great  Services,  but  we  have  it  not  in  our 
Power  to  furnish  them  with  Swords.

We  were  honored  with  your  Letter  of  the  lo'*"  Instant,  a  sufficient 
Number  of  Militia  may  be  always  collected  to  deter  the  Marines  of 
the  armed  Vessel  and  Privateers  from  landing  and  repel  them  if  they 
should,  which  makes  us  perfectly  easy  on  their  Account,  and  although 
we  coincide  with  [you]  in  opinion,  while  the  British  continue  superior 
on  the  water,  their  Advantages  are  such  [that]  our  Attempts  to  make 
opposition  at  any  particular  Point  may  be  rendered  negatory  by  their 
changing  their  Design,  and  carrying  on  their  operations  else  where 
yet  we  must  suggest  that  some  Towns  and  Places  from  their  Situ- 
ation and  other  Circumstances  of  Moment  must  be  greater  Objects 
of  Attention  than  others  and  more  likely  to  be  attacked.

Your  Stores  that  were  left  at  the  Indian  Landing  were  April  12 
ordered  to  be  removed  to  George  Town  on  Patowmack,  but  when  we  ^ffL  ^°  ^^ 
were  apprised  of  the  Enemy's  Intentions  against  Alexandria,  Orders 
were  given  to  stop  them  ten  Miles  on  this  side  which  is  unquestionably 
a  Place  of  Security  and  in  your  Route  from  Baltimore  to  the  South- 
ward. We  are  convinced  the  disaffected  and  Emissaries  of  the  Enemy 
are  dispersed  through  the  State,  and  are  busy  in  collecting  and  sup- 
plying them  with  Provision,  and  communicating  every  kind  of  In-  p.  126 
telligence  by  which  Means  they  have  Notice  of  all  our  Preparations 
and  Movements.

Yours  of  the  12*^  Instant  we  have  received.  There  are  so  many 
Calls  on  the  State  for  Supplies  of  Provision  that  we  have  been  under 
the  necessity  of  directing  in  many  Parts  of  this  State  that  the  Militia 
when  called  in  Service  should  find  themselves  and  make  a  charge 
thereof,  this  has  been  universally  the  Case  with  those  acting  as  Horse- 
man, and  we  hope  the  Company  of  Horse  in  Baltimore  Town  will 
readily  agree  to  subsist  themselves  with  Provision  and  Forage;  to 
have  a  Quarter  Master  and  forage  Master  in  every  County  for  this 
Purpose  would  create  an  Expence  far  beyond  any  advantages  result- 
ing from  such  a  Service.

currence [  ]  material  to  give  Efficacy  to  our  Resolution.  It  gives 
us  great  Concern  to  be  impelled  by  a  Sense  of  our  Duty  to  the  State, 
and  in  regard  for  the  general  Welfare  to  inform  you.  we  disapprove 
of  your  countermanding  our  Order  on  the  Eastern  Shore  Treasurer 
and  directing  him  to  retain  all  Monies  in  his  Hands  Subject  to  your

not  had  either  Provisions  or  Money ^  so  that  the  public  Stocks  is  but 
little  diminished  by  ordering  them  into  Service.  It  has  always  been 
our  Endeavour  to  make  Provisions  for  the  wants  of  every  Part  of  the 
State  without  any  Distinction,  and  we  trust  our  Duty  and  Inclination 
will  ever  prompt  us  to  afford  the  same  Protection  to  the  Eastern  that 
we  would  to  the  Western  Shore ;  and  although  it  will  give  us  great 
Pleasure  to  receive  any  Proposition  from  you  that  will  in  the  least 
conduce  to  promote  the  Interest  of  the  whole  or  any  Part  of  the  State, 
we  must  object  to  your  taking  any  Measures,  giving  any  Orders,  or 
making  any  Applications  which  relate  to  the  State  in  General. 
Though  your  former  Letter  contained  some  Expressions  that  were 
deemed  improper,  our  Desire  to  avoid  every  thing  that  might  disturb 
the  Harmony  between  us,  determined  this  Board  to  overlook  them 
and  whatever  did  not  encroach  on  the  Authority  and  tend  to  lessen 
the  Dignity  of  the  Executive  of  the  State.  We  have  observed  with 
Freedom  and  Candour  on  those  parts  of  your  Letter  of  the  17* 
which  are  held  exceptionable,  not  with  a  Design  to  inflame  or  create 
p.  139  uneasiness,  but  to  define  and  ascertain  the  Bounds  of  the  Jurisdiction 
of  each  Body,  whereby  we  earnestly  hope  that  every  Ground  and 
Cause  of  Jealousy  and  Distrust  may  be  removed  and  our  Endeavours 
cordially  united  and  the  strength  of  the  State  brought  into  Action 
properly  directed  to  secure  the  Independence  and  preserve  the  Peace 
and  Happiness  of  America.

We  have  heard  the  agreeable  Intelligence  that 
the  Brigantine  Fox  had  arrived  safe  at  the  Havanna,  but  not  a  Line 
either  from  you  or  M''  Smith  on  the  Subject.  You  will  observe  that 
this  Vessel,  the  Porpoise,  is  chartered  on  nearly  the  same  Terms  as 
the  Fox ;  only  that  the  Porpoise  is  not  to  go  to  Cadize  but  to  return 
to  Annapolis.  You  will  as  formerly  carefully  land  the  whole  Cargoe 
and  dispose  of  it  to  the  best  Advantage.  One  half  of  the  proceeds  is 
to  be  paid  to  the  Capt.  for  Freight.

The 
Act  directs  that  all  Claims  against  the  State  for  Debts  or  Contracts 
since  the  i*'  Day  of  December  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy  seven 
shall  be  reduced  to  Specie,  according  to  the  true  Value,  observing  the 
Rule  prescribed,  and  that  a  Certificate  shall  be  given  by  the  Treasurer, 
on  our  Order,  for  that  Sum  in  Specie  but  does  not  direct  that  when 
the  Contract  is  in  Specie  that  a  Certificate  shall  be  given  for  the 
Amount,  to  be  discharged  in  the  same  Manner  and  when  Certificates 
given  on  Contracts  for  paper  Money  or  Produce  seized  h'^^  are  to  be 
paid,  which  makes  the  Person  who  has  contracted  in  Specie  insist  that 
he  ought  to  be  immediately  paid  specie  or  an  Equivalent  in  Tobacco 
or  Flour.

We  have  the  Pleasure  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  Reduction  of  p.  296 
the  Enemy's  Posts  at  York  and  Gloster.  We  have  not  seen  the  Par- 
ticulars of  the  Capitulation,  but  in  general  they  are  nearly  the  same 
as  those  granted  to  Gen'  Lincoln  at  Charles  Town.  The  English 
Troops  marched  out  with  cased  Colours  and  laid  down  their  Arms, 
then  were  marched  back  into  Town  unarmed,  the  Number  between 
5  &  6000  Men.  The  Officers  to  be  on  Parole  and  to  keep  their  private 
Baggage,  but  all  Property  plundered  or  captured  to  be  restored  upon 
Proof  to  the  Former  Owners.  The  British  Merchants  and  Traders 
to  keep  their  Goods  and  Effects,  but  the  United  States  to  have  the 
Right  of  Preemption.  The  Refugees  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  Civil 
Powers.  Count  De  Grasse  has  Notice  of  the  Intention  of  Gen'  Clinton 
and  the  British  Navy  to  relieve  Lord  Cornwallis,  and  is  preparing  to 
meet  them.  Altho  we  cannot  depend  to  absolute  Certainties,  yet  we 
will  not  deny  ourselves  the  Pleasure  of  communicating  what  has  come 
to  our  Knowledge.

We  received  by  a  Letter  from  the  Count  De  Grasse,  and  verbally 
by  Col°  Tilghman  the  important  and  most  agreeable  Intelligence  of 
Lord  Cronwallis's  Surrender.  Permit  us  to  offer  our  most  sincere 
and  affectionate  Congratulations  to  your  Excellency  on  this  great 
and  memorable  Event.  At  present,  we  are  not  informed  of  all  the 
Particulars  of  the  Capitulation,  but  understand  the  Refugees  are  to 
be  Subject  to  the  Civil  Powers  of  the  States  from  whence  they  fled. 
Many  within  that  Description  have  absconded  from  this  State,  three 
of  the  Names  of  Hayman,  Hayward  and  French,  whose  Conduct 
sinc6  joining  the  Enemy  have  rendered  them  peculiarly  obnoxious. 
We  think  it  incmnbent  on  us  to  desire  that  all  such  Persons  may  be 
sent  to  this  State  and  we  flatter  ourselves  that  the  Negroes  and  other  p.  297 
Kind  of  Property  which  were  captured  or  plundered  from  the  Citizens 
of  this  State  may  be  recovered.  Our  State  Boat  the  Dolphin,  then 
commanded  by  Capt.  William  Middleton  with  a  French  Officer  on 
Board  going  Express  from  the  Marquis  de  la  Fayette  to  the  French 
Fleet  last  Spring  was  by  Order  of  the  French  Officer  ran,  by  Mistake 
along  side  the  British  Ship  Royal  Oak  and  captured,  the  Captain  and 
his  Crew  remain  in  Captivity.  Unwilling  as  we  are  to  trouble  your 
Excellency  on  any  Occasion,  yet  we  cannot,  consistent  with  our  Duty, 
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October  23  forbear  to  solicit  the  Release  of  this  Boat,  Captain  Middleton  and  his 
Liber  No.  78  Crew,  and  we  hope  the  Count  De  Grasse  will  favor  the  State  with 
the  Return  of  the  Boat,  and  take  Measures  for  exchanging  her  Crew 
for  some  of  the  British  Seamen  lately  captured.

The  Board  have  the  Honor  to  enclose  a  Copy  of  a  Resolution  of  No.  7 
Congress  respecting  the  Removal  of  Provisions  &  stores  from  the  No.  207 
Peninsula  between  the  Delaware  &  Chesapeake  Bays.  The  Directions 
contained  therein  are  founded  upon  well  grounded  Information  re- 
ceived from  the  Commander  in  chief  of  an  operation  now  in  much 
Forwardness  on  the  Part  of  the  Enemy  for  the  Purpose  of  possessing 
themselves  of  the  ample  Supplies  which  that  country  will  afford  them ; 
and  which  while  in  their  present  situation  hold  out  the  most  flattering 
Inducements  to  them.  A  Removal  of  them  will  defeat  the  End  of 
their  Enterprize  and  probably  would  prevail  on  them  to  give  it  over 
&  thereby  the  People  be  relieved  from  the  Danger  &  Distress  which 
threaten  them.  We  trust  however  that  no  Arguments  are  necessary 
to  convince  you  of  the  urgency  of  the  Measure  &  we  hope  for  your 
concurrence  therein ;  Indeed  without  this  it  appears  to  us  to  be  im- 
practicable to  carry  into  effect  the  Directions  of  Congress.  We  have 
therefore  ordered  down  a  judicious  prudent  officer  with  a  few  Troops 
&  have  directed  the  commissary  General  of  Purchases  to  assist  in  the 
Business  so  far  as  depends  upon  him.  These  Officers  will  consult  your 
Excellency,  and  the  Honble  Council  on  the  Matter  &  act  agreeable  to 
your  advice;  both  as  to  the  Removal  of  Public  &  Private  Property; 
and  particularly  with  Regard  to  the  Latter.  Assistance  in  the  Trans- 
portation is  absolutely  requisite  from  the  State:  as  it  is  impossible 
for  the  Officers  to  collect  Teams  or  Craft  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Executive  of  the  State.  Altho  Horses  are  not  mentioned  in  the 
Resolution  of  Congress  yet  they  are  equally  within  the  Power  of  the 
Enemy  &  should  be  removed.  Any  of  these  delivered  to  the  Officer 
of  Dragoons  will  doubtless  be  accounted  for  by  Congress  &  proper 
Credit  given  the  State ;  or  Certificates  to  the  Individuals  as  may  be 
thought  most  proper 

[Special  Co[ouncil].  Talbot  C*  House]  May  29 

The  Special  Co.  for  the  Eastern  Shore  appointed  by  an  Act  of  the 
last  Session  of  Assembly  having  determined  that  the  Contingencies 
had  happened  in  which  the  Legislature  intended  the  powers  of  Gov' 
for  this  Shore  shou'd  vest  did  accordingly  take  upon  themselves  the 
Exercise  of  those  powers,  and  issued  their  Proclamation  notifying 
the  same,  in  Consequence  whereof  various  matters  &  things  have 
been  transacted  a  Journal  of  which  we  beg  Leave  to  lay  before  the 
Honorable  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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1781  The  Trust  with  which  we  have  been  honour'd  was  not  to  commence 
May  29  Qj^  ^  ^^y  prefixed,  or  on  any  certain  Event  nor  was  it  to  expire  at  any 
certain  period  of  Time,  but  rested  on  the  opinions  &  Judgments  of 
those  in  whom  it  was  reposed,  and  the  powers  of  Gov'  for  this  Shore 
were  either  to  be  exercised  or  not  exercised  according  to  their  Deter- 
mination on  Circumstances  &  Events.  A  Trust  so  constituted  cou'd 
not  be  thought  eHgible 

When  we  were  cloathing  ourselves  with  Authority  on  our  own 
Judgments  of  Facts  and  determined  that  the  powers  of  Gov'  shou'd 
be  taken  up,  we  coud  not  but  look  forward  to  the  Difficulties  which 
might  occur  whenever  the  Time  shou'd  arrive  in  which  it  might  be 
apprehended  they  ought  to  be  laid  down ;  from  these  Considerations, 
had  we  consulted  our  private  Interest  only,  we  should  not  have  em- 
barked in  a  Business  likely  to  be  attended  with  great  perplexity  &  in 
the  Transaction  of  which  we  coud  not  expect  to  escape  Censure  but 
in  the  Calamitous  Situation  of  the  State  at  that  Time  and  particularly 
of  that  part  of  it  for  whose  safety  &  Protection  the  provision  was 
made,  we  cou'd  not  withold  our  Services  from  the  publick  and  having 
from  the  best  of  motives  undertaken  the  Trust,  we  most  chearfully 
submit  the  propriety  of  our  Conduct  to  the  Examination  of  those, 
from  whom  it  is  derived.

John  Brereton  a  Private  in  the  White-haven  Company,  in  actual 
Service  charged  by  Lieutenant  Ephraim  Stevens  the  Officer  Com-

First.  With  deserting  his  Post  at  Lowes's  Point  on  the  27"^ 
Instant,  and  attempting  to  Join  the  enemy  with  the  Arms,  Ammu- 
nition and  accoutrements,  with  which  he  was  intrusted. 

Secondly.  With  having  voluntarily  agreed  to  the  escape  of  Na- 
thanael  (alias  Nathan)  Bloodsworth  a  Soldier  in  the  British  Service, 
and  then  a  prisoner  over  whom  the  said  Brereton  was  acting  as  a 
Sentinel. 

Thirdly.  With  having  declared  since  his  return,  that  the  said 
Prisoner,  with  whom  he  deserted  inform'd  him  that  the  enemies 
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Barges  were  to  come  up  Wiccomico  River  on  the  night  of  the  28""  1781 
Instant  to  attact  the  detachment  from  which  he  deserted.  ^'^^^  ^9 

Whereupon  the  Court  upon  hearing  the  Evidences  and  upon  mature 
dehberation  adjudged  that  the  said  Brereton  is  not  Guilty  of  the  first 
and  second  charges  or  either  of  them  as  exhibited  against  him. 

But  the  Court  upon  consideration  of  the  Testimony  are  of  opinion 
that  the  said  John  Brereton  deserted  the  Company  stationed  at 
Lowes's  Point  to  which  he  belonged  and  is  Guilty  under  the  second 
Article  of  the  Sixth  Section  of  an  Act  "  Entitled  An  Act  to  establish 
rules  and  Articles  for  the  Government  of  the  draughts  and  other 
Militia  of  this  State  while  in  Service."  And  adjudge  the  said  John 
Brereton  to  pay  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  and  to  serve  four  months 
in  the  Continental  Army.  The  propriety  of  which  proceedings  and 
Judgment  are  humbly  submitted  to  his  Excellency  Thomas  Sim  Lee 
Esq''  Governor  of  the  State  of  Maryland  for  approbation.

John  Polk  of  Lawful  age  being  sworn  saith  that  when  they  took 
John  Brereton  he  had  a  Cartridge  Box  sling  to  his  side,  and  that 
the  person  with  whom  the  said  Brereton  was,  was  the  prisoner  that 
made  his  escape;  he  this  deponent  does  not  know  whether  the  said 
Brereton  was  posted  as  a  Sentinel ;  he  this  deponent  does  not  know 
whether  the  said  Brereton  was  privy  to  the  escape  of  the  prisoner 
Bloodsworth ;  he  this  deponent  heard  the  said  Brereton  say,  that 
Bloodsworth  the  prisoner,  told  him,  that  the  enemies  Barges  intended 
up  on  the  night  after  he  this  deponent  saw  the  said  Brereton  &  the 
said  Bloodsworth  together,  and  further  saith  not. 

Joshua  PoUott  of  Lawful  age  be  sworn,  saith  that  the  said  John 
Brereton  was  not  posted  as  a  Sentinel.  The  prisoner  Bloodsworth 
discovered  that  he  was  uneasy  &  desired  that  he  might  be  permitted 
to  step  aside  and  ease  himself,  the  said  Brereton  who  was  at  that  time 
standing  by  offered  to  go  with  the  said  Bloodsworth  and  did  go  with 
him,  &  this  deponant  was  also  a  going,  but  some  person  near  at  hand, 
laughed  &  said  that  one  man  was  enough  to  go  with  another  to  Shite : 
afterwards  when  this  deponent  found  that  the  said  Brereton  &  the 
prisoner  Bloodsworth  were  both  gone  he  fired  an  alarm;  and  this 
deponent  saw  two  men,  whom  he  supposed  to  be  them,  go  off  thro  a 
thickett.  This  deponent  never  heard  the  said  Brereton  say  any  thing 
about  the  enemy,  and  further  saith  not. 

Aquila  Chittam  of  lawful  age  being  sworn  upon  the  Holy  Evangels 
of  Almighty  God,  saith,  that  on  the  evening  of  the  27"'  day  of  May  he 
acted  as  Serjeant  under  Lieut.  Ephraim  Stevens  and  by  order  of 
Lieut  Stevens  af"^  he  posted  Joshua  Pollett  as  Sentinel  at  the  door 
of  the  room  where  Bloodsworth  the  prisoner  then  was ;  in  the  evening 
he  was  alarmed  by  a  report  that  Bloodsworth  had  escaped  and  John 
Brereton  private  at  that  time  under  the  command  of  Lieu'  Stevens 
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1781  •was  absent  at  the  same  time.  As  to  the  second  charee  exhibited 
against  the  said  Brereton,  saith  that  the  said  Brereton  was  not  a  Sen- 
tinel at  the  time  that  Bloodsworth  made  his  escape,  and  further  saith 
not. 

Martin  Bowles  of  Lawful  age  being  sworn  saith  that  on  the  evening 
of  the  29'^  day  of  May  Lieut.  Ephraim  Stevens  called  upon  the  men 
under  his  command  to  turn  out  immediately  and  endeavour  to  retake 
Bloodsworth  the  prisoner  who  had  made  his  escape  and  also  to  take 
John  Brereton  one  of  the  men  under  his  command  who  was  missing 
at  the  same  time ;  that  this  deponent  accordingly  turned  out  with  the 
men.  and  after  searching  and  not  finding  the  prisoner  &  the  said 
Brereton,  the  officer  detached  this  deponent  with  William  McClemmy 
John  Polk  &  Thomas  Caton  to  intercept  the  said  Bloodsworth  and 
John  Brereton,  accordingly  they  crossed  Wicomico  Creek  and  posted 
themselves  by  the  side  of  the  road  near  M''  Thomas  Holbrook's 
plantation  and  in  the  night  after  the  moon  was  down,  they  saw  two 
men  coming  towards  them,  when  they  were  within  a  few  yards,  they 
challenged  &  ordered  the  two  men  to  surrender,  immediately  Bloods- 
worth halted  and  presented  his  piece  at  them  and  flashed,  and  this 
deponeth  &  the  others  that  were  with  him  discharged  their  musquets, 
upon  hearing  some  persons  Jump  over  the  ditch  they  went  towards 
the  place  and  said  you  infernal  buggers  surrender  or  we'll  put  you  to 
death,  upon  which  John  Brereton  cried  out  for  Gods  sake  not  to  shoot 
him,  and  instantly  arose  out  of  a  field  of  wheat,  and  came  to  them 
with  his  cartridge  Box,  they  called  upon  him  for  the  Bayonet,  but  he 
denied  that  he  had  it,  and  said  that  Bloodsworth  snatched  his  musquet 
out  of  his  hand  at  the  time  he  went  out  with  him,  and  said  if  he  the 
said  Brereton  did  not  go  with  him,  he  would  blow  him  through.  After 
they  travelled  some  distance  Brereton  confessed  that  he  had  the 
Bayonet,  and  it  was  where  he  lay,  and  said  that  he  was  afraid  if  he 
acknolwedged  that  he  had  the  Bayonet,  they  would  put  him  to  death. 
And  further  saith  not 

William  McClemmy  of  Lawful  age  being  sworn  saith  that  John 
Brereton  was  not  a  Sentinel  on  duty  at  the  time  when  Bloodsworth 
made  his  escape;  this  deponent  being  one  of  the  detachment  that 
was  sent  to  intercept  the  prisoner  &  John  Brereton  who  had  left  the 
said  detachment,  and  in  M""  Holbrook's  lane  he  saw  two  men,  whom 
he  supposed  to  be  the  men  he  was  in  pursuit  of,  upon  which  he  chal- 
lenged 'em  to  surrender  &  one  of  'em  presented  his  piece  &  flashed, 
instantly  this  deponent  &  his  party  fired  at  the  two  men  then  in  view, 
he  heard  one  or  both  of  'em  Jump  over  a  ditch,  immediately  this 
deponent  and  one  of  his  party  went  to  the  place  and  said  if  he  did  not 
come  out,  if  he  this  deponent  found  him  he  would  put  him  to  death, 
upon  which  the  said  Brereton  arose  out  of  a  Wheat  field  and  surren- 
dered himself,  and  confessed  to  this  deponent  that  Bloodsworth  had 
snatched  his  musquet  from  him,  and  that  it  was  against  his  will  he 
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went  off.   That  he  this  deponent  went  to  the  house  of  M''  Holbrook  [1781]

and  gave  the  said  Brereton  a  dram  of  Brandy,  and  after  they  had 
travelled  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  the  said  Brereton  confessed 
that  it  was  his  inclination  to  go  off  on  board  of  the  Barges ;  and  this 
deponent  told  the  said  Brereton  that  if  he  confessed  the  truth  perhaps 
it  would  be  better  for  him ;  and  then  he  confessed  that  he  went  volun- 
tarily with  Bloodsworth,  and  that  they  intended  on  the  next  night 
with  the  Barges  up  to  Lowes's  Point  and  attact  the  Guard  &  further 
saith  not.

Your  Petitioner  is  an  Inhabitant  of  Annimessix  in  Somerset 
County  and  is  now  of  Sixty  six  years  of  Age  that  from  the  beginning 
of  the  present  contest  with  Great  Britain  to  the  present  day  he  has 
been  a  firm  friend  to  the  Liberties  and  Independance  of  America  that 
he  was  plundered  last  fall  by  the  British  barges  and  four  times  this 
spring  and  that  he  has  been  plundered  of  all  his  meat  and  provisions 
of  every  kind  the  whole  of  his  Houses  have  been  burnt  with  his  furni- 
ture and  Indian  Corn  that  he  was  also  wounded  beat  and  bruised 
exceedingly  at  the  time  his  houses  were  burnt  that  he  has  been  obliged 
to  remove  near  seventeen  miles  from  his  plantation  with  his  wife  and 
Children  that  he's  been  reduced  to  great  difficulties  being  oblidged  to 
depend  much  on  the  bounty  and  Charity  of  others.  Your  Petitioner 
further  shews  that  his  Son  Josias  Sterling  hath  lately  been  drafted 
that  in  his  present  distressed  situation  his  said  Son  is  of  the  greatest

where  was  he  going?  above  King's  town  they  enquired  for  Powder 
43 
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1781  to  blow  the  Rebels  brains  out.  whether  he  had  hard  or  soft  Money  in 
ugust  j^jg  Chest?  he  said  he  had  none,  they  demanded  the  keys,  he  had 
them  not.  they  Rumaged  the  Cart  &  took  out  5  Pewter  Plates  &  2 
good  Hatts  almost  New  out  of  the  Hat  Box.  They  said  among  them- 
selves come  let  us  go  the  damned  old  Rebel  has  nothing  but  old  rusty 
pewter.  He  proceeded  on  to  William  Smiths  House,  those  3  Men  as 
he  has  heard  followed  him  at  some  distance.      Affirmed  to  in  Council. 

William  Smith  of  the  same  County,  declares  That  on  the  last  day 
of  October  1780.  between  1 1  &  12  o'Clock  at  night  a  Number  of  Men 
6  or  7,  beat  at  his  door  &  threatened  to  break  it  open.  He  had  some 
of  his  People  open  the  door.  3  Men  armed  with  Guns,  John  Taylor, 
Thos.

House,  he  said  his  property  was  Rebel  property  if  they  called  it  so.

Kreemers  chest  that  Smith  had  given  him  to  carry  to  Bait.  He  told 
them  that  some  of  the  Money  in  that  Chest  was  his  about  i70o£.
